Sex-case doctor 
down, but not out

Dr. James G. Mlddlcton, once a thriv- 


ing, $60,000-a-year general practitioner, 
Is living a life of relative destitution, 
picking tomatoes, sweet corn and cucum- 
bers from a backyard garden for food 
and working as a janitor In return for 
free uso of his former office as a home. 


The 47-year-old doctor, convicted In 


oarly 1072 of deviate sexual assault and 
of federal explosives and firearms viola* • 
tlons, has been forced to move from his 
$3SO-a-month fourth-floor Lake Shore 
Drive high-rise apartment to the tiny 
quarters behind his old office at 960 S. 
Elmhurst Rd., DCS Plaincs. 


His savings depleted from $25,500 be- 


cause of legal fees Mlddlcton has become 
a handyman, fixing toilets, paving the 


driveway and throwing put trash in and 
around the building occupied by a print- 
ing firm and his small quarters. 


MIDDLETON WAS THE central figure 


in one of the most sensational cases in 
Northwest suburban criminal annals. Be- 
ginning with his arrest Dec. 1, 1970, his 
name and picture regularly was flashed 
across television screens and on the front 
pages of newspapers. 


A raid on his Des Plaines office by 


Sheriff's Police investigators produced 
plpebombs, detonators, three handguns, 
pornographic photographs, literature and 
movies and artificial devices for sexual 
stimulation. 


Middleton was projected as a Dr. Jek- 


yll-and-Mr. Hyde character, an image

Antifreeze slowly 
draining away?

This is not the year to drain your car's 


radiator and replace the antifreeze. 


Shortages of petroleum based chem- 


icals are making antifreeze expensive — 
as well as virtually impossible to get. 


A survey of gasoline stations and 


stores in the Northwest suburbs has re- 
vealed that few have all the antifreeze 
they will need, and some outlets have 
virtually none. 


In addition, prices have tripled since 


last year, several service station man- 
agers said. 


THE BLAME for the shortage is attrib- 


uted to decreased supplies of ethylene 
glycol (the main ingredient of anti- 
freeze), use of ethylene glycol for mak- 
ing synthetic fabrics rather than anti- 


freeze, and a decline in the number of 


• companies producing antifreeze. 


Two managers of local service stations 


said they thought the shortage may be a 
sham perpetrated by oil companies to 
force the price up. 


"I feel it's another phony deal like with 


the so-called energy crisis ... I think 
when the price is up high enough it will 
come through again just like the gasoline 
did," Joe Dunn, manager of the Mount 
Prospect Citgo station, 606 Northwest 
Hwy., said. 


Joe Till, manager of the Golf and 


Busse Shell station in Mount Prospect, 
said Shell Oil Co. told him Thursday 
there is a shortage of antifreeze cans. 


"They have the antifreeze but they

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Result of drop in multiplier 
Parks get $17,000 less 
in taxes from state 


The Wheeling Park District will re- 


ceive about $17,000 less than anticipated 
this year In property tax revenues be- 
cause of tho drop in the state tax multi- 
plier, said Park Supt. David Phillips. 


The multiplier, used to equalize assess- 


ments among Illinois counties, was 
dropped 7 per cent this year for Cook 
County, resulting In a reduction from 
$97.8 million to $89.6 million In equalized 
assessed valuation for the park district. 


"I feel this is going to hurt us very 


seriously," Phillips said. "I feel it was 


an arbitrary decision and was politically 
motivated." 


THE LOWER multiplier has caused 


lower assessed valuations throughout the 
state and has reduced revenues going to 
park districts, school districts, munici- 
palities and other local taxing bodies. 
. Phillips said he anticipates that the 
park district will lose even more revenue 
next-year because of the lower assessed 
valuation. 


"It's going to be worse next year be- 


cause they gave us a cushion this year 
by letting us raise our tax rate," he said. 


La Gancha seeks zoning extension 


The Wheeling Village Board tonight 


will consider granting a zoning extension 
to tho Ln Cancha Racquet and Swim 
Club because tho firm has been unable to 
start construction of the proposed facil- 
ity. 


An ordinance requires developers to 


come before the village board and 
request an extension If tho property Is 
not built on within two years of the time 
zoning is granted. 


In a recent letter to the village, tho 


developer said it has been unable to start 
construction due to "reasons beyond our 
control." 


The club, to be located at 1225 S. 


Wheeling Rd., will Include Indoor and 
outdoor tennis courts, handball and rac- 
quetball courts, an Indoor and outdoor 
swimming pool, sauna, whirlpool, restau- 
rant and bar. 


Developer Charles Llnd said the club

an hour. 


The club is the first proposed under a 


village ordinance that allows recreation 
facilities under Industrial zoning. The or- 
dinance was passed last year to attract 
such developments to the village. 


In other business tonlghf'the village 


board will: 


• Consider a petition to rezone proper- 


ty at tho northwest corner of Palatine 
and Wheeling roads to allow construction 
of townhouses. 


• Pass an ordinance controlling water 


runoff. 


• Consider an extension of zoning for 


Raupp Disposal Service. 


• Consider the extension of zoning for 


property at the southwest corner of Hintz 
and Wheeling roads. 


• Pass a resolution authorizing village 


officials to sign the Jeffery Avenue 
Bridge permit application. 


"But next year, we're not going to have 
that cushion." 


The state this year allowed various 


taxing bodies to raise its tax rates above 
the maximum allowed by law, but next 
year will require that the rates again be 
dropped to wihin the guidelines. 


ALTHOUGH PHILLIPS is unsure what 


effect the lower revenues will have on 
over-all operation of the park district, he 
said it will not affect land acquisition 
and park improvements approved by the 
voters in a $700,000 referendum in 1972. 
Revenues for these projects come from a 
separate fund, he said. 


In addition to lower revenues, the de- 


crease in the assessed valuation has low- 
ered the bonding power of the park dis- 
trict. The bonding power, or the amount 
of money the park district can borrow 
has decreased from $2,445,551 last year 
to $2,241,029 this year. 


The bonding power of the park district 


Is set by law at 2.5 per cent of its assess- 
ed valuation.

'Longest hearing in history9 
State board hears Whipple charges

SPRINGFIELD - The Illinois Certifi- 


cation Board, in "the longest hearing in 
history," heard charges from Barbara 
Hlckey, a former teacher at Dwyer 
School, Arlington Heights, that former 
director John Whipple allowed child 
abuse to occur at the school. The school 
offers special classes for emotionally dis- 
turbed children from throughout the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Mrs. Hickey, who resigned from the 


school this fall after making charges 
against Whipple to County Schools Supt. 
Richard Martwick's office, admitted un- 
der cross-examination that she does not 
remember if she complained about child 
abuse at the school until after Whipple 
told her she would not receive a raise at 
the end of the 1973-74 school year. 


Whipple, seated at a small table with 


his attorney, Paul Rettberg, listened in- 
tently to the testimony, frequently lean- 
ing over to whisper advice to Rettberg. 
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IN FOUR HOURS of testimony at the 


hearing Friday, Mrs. Hickey, who taught 
children with learning disabilities at the 
school from 1971 to 1974, also said she 
saw Whipple lead a boy through the halls 
of the school with a belt attached to the 
boy's belt loop as a leash. . 


She also said Whipple "threatened and 


harassed" her and that teachers in 
Dwyer smoked cigarets in classrooms 
and used vulgar language in front of chil- 
dren. 


In addition to Mrs. Hickey, the board 


heard two hours of testimony from Leo 
Hennessey, deputy superintnedent to 
M a r t w i c k. Martwlck has suspended 
Whlpplo's certificate which allows him to 
work as a school psychologist in public 
schools and has recommended that the 
certitication board revoke the certificate. 


Board members agreed to continue the 


hearing on Oct. 7 in Chicago. Whipple 
will be allowed to continue to work as a 
psychologist until the hearing is com- 
pleted. 


Whipple was clinical director of Dwyer 


until July, when he-requested a transfer 
to the Center for Child and Family Stud- 
ies, an outpatient treatment center for 
children with learning and emotional 
problems. 


THE NORTHWEST EDUCATION Co- 


operative governing board, which runs 
Dwyer, has reaffirmed its faith in 
Whipple in a report following an In- 
vestigation Into the charges against* him 
and other members of the Dwyer staff. 
In his testimony, Hennessey referred to 
the NEC report as a "whitewash."

Whipple also has been accused of vio- 


lating another state law by practicing as 
a private psychologist without a state li- 
cense. David Smith, hearing officer for 
the board, overruled at least temporarily 
an effort by officials from Martwick's of- 
fice to introduce evidence that State's 
Atty. Bernard Carey is investigating that 
charge against Whipple. Carey has taken 
no action to prosecute Whipple. 


Mrs. Hickey said that in February of 


this year, Whipple called her to his office 
at Dwyer and told her she should resign 
from the program because she couldn't 
get along with other staff members and 
that "I let my needs and values get In 
the way of running the program." 


Mrs. Hickey testified that she thought 


Whipple's evaluation was unfair because 
"the closest Mr. Whipple came to watch- 
ing me work hi three years at Dwyer 
was when he stood outside my door for a

don't have the cans," he said.

JAMES REYNOLDS, public affairs 


manager for DuPont Chemical Co., has 
other explanations for the shortage. 


Reynolds said DuPont is getting out of 


the antifeeze market at the end of the 
year because "To put it bluntly, we lost 
money on it over the last three years." 
He said DuPont had only 10 per cent of 
the antifreeze market anyway, and said 
the current shortage may be due to a 
distribution lag. 


"There has been no new ethylene gly- 


col plant built in the United States in the 
last five years, but the demand has risen 
for antifreeze (with year-round use)," he 
said. 


Last year It also was difficult to obtain 


other products needed to make anti- 
freeze, such as naphtha, Reynolds ex- 
plained, so ethylene glycol plants did not 
work at full capacity. Then when de- 
mand for the product started around 
July, there was none available in ware- 
houses. 


Reynolds said predictions and cries of 


a shortage "have become a self-fulfillmg 
prophecy" as motorists hoard the prod- 
uct for fear of a shortage, which In turn 
adds to the shortage. 


Gas prices falling, 
supply climbing 


The average price of regular grade 


gasoline in Chicago and suburbs has 
dropped more than 2 cents in the past 
three weeks and there seems to be plenty 
of gas available. 


A Chicago Motor Club survey showed 


the average price of a gallon of gas is 
56.2 cents for regular and 62 cents for 
premium. 


A HERALD SURVEY of prices and 


availability in the Northwest suburbs on 
Friday revealed motorists can expect to 
pay approximately $6.73 for a gallon of 
antifreeze at a service station. 


At least two service station owners 


warned that they would lean toward 
serving local customers first, however, 
and to saving what antifreeze they have 
on hand for customers, who have their 
car winterized at the station. 


Average price for a gallon of antifreeze 


at a discount or department store locally 
was $4.09 a gallon. 


But prices seemed to vary widely, es- 


pecially at service stations, where The 
Herald heard prices ranging as high as 
$9.50 to as low as $5. 


HERE'S WHAT some local stores and 


service stations said Friday about the 


availability of antifreeze: 


• Fred's 66 station in Wheeling had 


"none, not even a quart. Owner Fred 
Herrick said he fears the shortage will 
get worse and people "better start get- 
ting shields around their bicycles." 


• K Mart stores in Palatine and DCS 


Plalnes were both temporarily out of an- 
tifreeze after a recent sale at which cus- 
tomers were limited to two gallons each. 
Rich Rompala, service manager of the 
automotive department in the Des 
Plaines K Mart at 1155 Oakton St., pre- 
dicted the price would go as high as $15 
a gallon by December. 


• Ben Marsala, owner of the River 


and Oakton Shell station in Des Plaines, 
said he has some antifreeze, but "There 
just isn't enough antifreeze on the street. 
A lot of cars are going to be hurt this 
winter; it's going to ruin a lot of en- 
gines." 


• At a Mobil station in Hoffman Es- 


tates, antifreeze was in stock, but a 
spokesman said the station "won't be 
getting any more." 


• A Union 76 station in Schaumburg 


that has antifreeze is limiting sales to 
customers who get their cars winterized 
at the station on a "first come, first 
serve" basis. 


• Joseph Scarati, part owner of the 


Rolling Meadows Standard Service Sta- 
tion, 3300 Kirchoff Rd., says he has sup- 
ply enough until November, but only one- 


fourth of what he needs. "I've got feel- 
ers out now to get what I need and I 


* hope It comes through," he said. He rec- 
ommended auto owners simply add anti- 
freeze instead of draining the radiator 
this year. 


• At the Arlington Park Shell station 


at Euclid Avenue and Wilke Road in Ar- 
lington Heights, owner William Gllmore 
said: "We have some left over and we're 
lucky because it's going to be hard to 
get." 


• Tom Elledge, owner of Elledge Stan- 


dard Service Station, 410 N. Northwest 
Hwy., Palatine, said he was supposed to 
receive his shipment of antifreeze by 
Aug. 1 and now he doesn't expect it for 
at least another month. 


• Standard Oil Co. lost its supplier, 


Bob Copeland of Bob's Standard Service 
at Devon and Wood Dale roads in Elk 
Grove Village, said. And so, his order 
placed in July still hasn't been filled. 


• Fred Sender, owner and manager of 


Fred's Arco at 1050 E. Northwest Hwy., 
Mount Prospect, told a Herald reporter: 
"If you know where I can get some, I'll 
gladly buy some." Calling the shortage 
"a dirty shame," he said, "I think every- 
body's in the same shoes." 


• In Buffalo Grove, Dick Zlokich, 


manager of Dan's Ranch Mart Mobil sta- 
tion, Dundee and Buffalo Grove roads, 
said: "It costs $7.50 a gallon and we 
don't have much."

Fifi's wake: 
bury, burn 
2,700 bodies 


SAN PEDRO SULA, Honduras (UPI) 


— Rescue officials Sunday ordered mass 
incineration of bodies to prevent epidem- 
ics in the festering devastation wrought 
by Hurricane Fifi. Floodwaters brought 
out hundreds of poisonous snakes. 


The Honduran army information serv- 


ice said more than 2,700 bodies were 
burned or buried at Choloma, 12 miles 
north of San Pedro Sula, and another 
1,000 at La Ceiba, a banana port on the 
coast. 


"Five thousand persons died, 10,000 


homes were destroyed, damage to crops, 
p u b l i c property 
and private in- 


dustry is estimated at $250 million," an 
army spokesman told UPI. 


UPI correspondent Jonathan Roussel 


flew over Choloma, once a city of 12,000 
inhabitants 12 miles from San Pedro 
Sula, and saw dark clouds of smoke ris- 
ing from bodies being incinerated in 
huge funeral pyres. 


Capt. Luis Discua, a spokesman for the 


Government's central information agen- 
cy in Tegucigalpa, said the decomposed 
bodies were burned to prevent epidem- 
ics. "So many bodies have been exposed 
to the elements since Thursday that in 
many cases they are being burned on the 
spot instead of being brought out for fu- 
nerals," he said. 


Officials said that receding floodwaters 


had loosened hundreds of poisonous 
snakes which added to the health hazard. 


Hurricane Fifi roared up the coast of 


Honduras Wednesday and Thursday but 
lost its force sweeping through Belize 
and Southern Mexico, and was down- 
graded to a tropical storm by Friday. 
The skies were clear in San Pedro Sula 
Sunday and the flood waters were reced- 
ing. 


U.S. Ambassador Phillip V. Sanchez, 


helping coordinate American aid, warned 
that epidemics could bring further dis- 
aster. 


In New York, an appeal was issued for 


U.S. contributions of food, medicine, 
blood, plasma, water purification tablets, 
antiobiotics, clothing, bandages, tents, 
blankets, and plastic dishes and contain- 
ers.

further enhanced by Insistence that he 
submit to a psychiatric examination. At 
one of his trials it was revealed he Is a 
former CIA agent, further clouding the 
public's mind as to just who the accused 
man Is. 


Since his medical license was revoked 


by the Illinois Dcpt. of Registration and 
Education, Juno 2, 1971, Mlddlcton has 
changed. He has traded in his doc- 
tor's garb for work clothes and his 
stethoscope for a shovel. 


"I look rather barbaric at times," Mid- 


dleton admitted last week in the first In- 
tcrvlew he has given since he first ap- 
pealed his convictions more than two 
years ago. "I tell you one thing. I prac- 
tice medicine a hell of a lot better than I 
lay asphalt." 


MIDDLETON WAS sentenced to serve 


5 to 10 years In a state penitentiary for 
drugging and then sexually assaulting a 
woman patient In his office. He was ac- 
quitted of a similar charge In 1961 In St. 
Louis. He also was sentenced to four 
years in federal prison for possessing 
and manufacturing explosive devices In 
his office. He has been free on bond 
pending the outcome of his appeals. 


The bizarre circumstances surrounding 


one of the most publicized police and 
court cases In this area has financially 
broken Mlddlcton. The only Income is 
from his wife's salary as an employe at 


a Chicago hospital. "I'm not sura how 
much money she makes," Mlddleton. 
"She earns her money, I know that. She 
leaves at 5:15 a.m." 


A federal court has declared Mlddleton 


legally indigent because of his Inability 
to afford what has become his exorbitant 
lawyer's fees and has appointed a U.S. 
defender to argue his federal appeal. He 
still retains the services of attorney Sam 
Adam to appeal the state conviction. 


"I'm damn near destitute," Mlddleton 


sold. "I've gone long beyond the finan- 
cially troubled stage. We started the 
garden (In March) to save money. What 
wo don't eat Margaret (his wife) cans or 
gives away." 


MIDDLETON said he is not the gar- 


den-type but he spends a lot of time on 
his hands and knees tending It He said 
the garden is yielding "phenomenal to- 
matoes for which we have no sensible 
answer." Then he came up with an ex- 
planation for the top-drawer crop. "We 
used nonusable, discarded blood bank 
blood with ultra-violet light." 


Mlddleton said his relationship with his 


family and friends hasn't changed. "My 
close friends have become closer," he 
said. And, with the exception of about a 
half dozen patients, he said, his clientele 
"didn't desert me. The Thursday after 
my arrest the parking lot was more full 
than usual" with patients and his busi- 
ness continued to thrive. 


He said his patients wanted him to 


launch a "counterattack in some fash- 
ion" against those making the charges 
against him, Including the Carpen- 
tersville woman who Mlddleton said, 
"presumably had this horrible deed done 
to her." The woman's testimony led to 
the doctor's conviction In his sex trial. 
She has since filed a $1.2 million damage 
suit against him. The charges are pend- 
ing. 


Middleton keeps his office locked and 


has a sign posted on the front door sug- 
gesting a note be slipped under the door 
if there was a message. "It's a decoy," 
he added, a ploy of his to keep intruders 
away. 


AS HE CHARGED during his trials 


and the subsequent appeals, Mlddleton 
believes people have to this day been 
regularly breaking Into his office while 
he has been away in court, the timing of 
which is more than coincidental, he said. 


"There hove been many surreptitious 


entries after the trial," he said, "espe- 
cially when I'm scheduled to go down- 
town to court. But I've arranged things 
in such a way so It takes them a half a 
day to get In and rearrange things, leav- 
ing them little time to look for things." 


What are these people looking for? 
"They're not looking for anything," he 


said. "They want to get an appraisal, a 
sense of what's going on." 


Mlddleton, who has spent most of his 


spare time working on courtroom-related 
matters and gathering Information for a 
medical book, contends the arresting of- 
ficers bribed and threatened him into 
pleading guilty In exchange for a lesser 
sentence or early parole. He also con- 
tends the prosecution withheld data 
which could have been used In his behalf. 


STILL, HE SAID, if he was a member 


of the jury and had to judge the case on 
the evidence presented, he might himself 
have voted guilty on the charges. "As a 
doctor I would say not guilty. But 111 
was a layman and heard the case the 
tendency would be there to get it (the 
trial) over with" because of the length of 
the proceedings. 


Then he added, "a pound more evi- 


dence wouldn't have been enough. Thir- 
teen pounds still wouldn't have been 
enough. Two tons more wouldn't have 
been enough" because the case was 
fraudulent from the outset." 


Now It all comes down to the appeals 


court and it is not known how long it will 
take before a final ruling is made or how 
long it will take Middleton to exhaust all 
his appeal remedies. If ruled against, he 
will begin serving time, something he 
has refused to consider. 


"I'll simply go to jail" when the time 


comes, is how he replied, adding, "The 
likelihood of that is pretty remote and is 
progressively becoming more remote" as 
the proceedings continue.

A Palatine youth with a medical 


record of hepatitis Is locked In County 
Jail, despite a court order for his hospl- 
tallzatlon. 


Jnll officials Insist the youth - Phillip 


Johnson, 17 — Is "recovering" from the 
disease and cannot Infect the jail's 1,300- 
prlsoner population. 


But, a medical statement Included in 


the youth's court flic recommends hospl- 
tallzatlon and treatment for hepatitis, a 
contagious liver disease. Treatment at 
Ccrmak Hospital, which serves county 
jail, reportedly was ordered by a Circuit 
Court judge when Johnson was arrested 


on vandalism charges Aug. 28 by Pala- 
tine police. 


CIRCUIT COURT JUDGE Arthur Sulli- 


van last week ordered a "full report" on 
Johnson's health and delayed a prelimi- 
nary hearing until Thursday on charges 
of burglary and vandalism. Sullivan's or- 
der came after the judge refused Thurs- 
day to allow the youth Inside his Skokle 
courtroom for fear of infecting persons 
present. 


Johnson's three-week jailing without 


hospitalization was disclosed Friday dur- 
ing a speech before Wheeling Township 
Republicans by Peter Benslnger, GOP 
candidate for sheriff. 


During his appearance in Arlington 


Heights, Bensinger referred to a "prison- 
er who should have gone to Cermak 
Hospital for diabetes and went instead to 
County Jail". 


Johnson, 449 E. Baldwin Rd., Palatine, 


"is sick and I want treatment for him," 
his mother, Blllie Johnson, said Satur- 
day. "They figure he was In trouble be- 
fore and just threw him In jail."

"Is she 
really In the eighth grade?" It has caused me to be very self 
conscious and have an Inferiority complex. 


To keep from standing out In a crowd I stoop, crouch, and 


whatever else to make myself shorter. Can yon help me to 
get over his problem? Is there anything that can be done? 


Yes, something can be done to stop growth. First you 


should have a careful medical examination by' an end- 
ocrlnologist (gland specialist) to be sure you have no medical 
disorder that needs treatment.

Into (his world with a blueprint for a tall body, then you can 
bo given hormones that will stop the process. The length of 
the legs aro a major factor in bow tall a person is. Within the 
shaft of the thigh bone, for example, there is a zone of carti- 
lage just like a round circular cross section of the bone. It 
keeps growing and the outer layer of the cartilage disk cal- 
cifies and becomes part of the main shaft of the thigh bone. 
Cartilage grows, but calcified bone does not. 


WHEN YOU BEGIN to mature sexually the sex hormones 


cause the cartilage disk to calcify. The long bones then stop 
growing. This, Incidentally, Is why doctors don't like to give 
sex hormones to either boys or girls before they have com- 
pleted the growth of the long bones. It can stunt their growth. 


So, you can take female hormones and stop the growth of 


your long bones and markedly slow or stop your continued 
growth. You would still bo a fairly tall girl. 


The next question that comes up Is, do birth-control pills 


stop growth in young girls? By the time the ovaries are ac-

It will become more and more Important 
as life goes on. This is a common reaction in tall people, but 
it is a real mistake.

A girl may be mature endocrine-wise in her early teens, but a 
boy may not be until his early 20s. There Is quite an individ- 
ual variation in time span, however.

Most passers-by don't even notice It. 


Riders on the suburban passenger trains 
get only a quick glimpse and to the mo- 
torists negotiating the Northwest High- 


^way S curve, the DoVal Station control

But for both these groups and for tho 


:• trainmen who push the lumbering metal- 
.' He monsters nlmng tlio rails, the strange 
' mix of antiquity and tho 20th century Is 
the reason why both the trains and cars 
move — sometimes. 


'' Tho casual observer might be quick to 


'. draw an analogy and compare DcVal to 
-' the fast paced action in the control tower 
• at O'Hnre International Airport. But 
.• aside from the radios which constantly 
* • crackle out orders for the train move- 


ments, much of the equipment appears 
that It was put in place shortly after the 


'• golden spike was driven home at the 


Promotory Pass over 100 years ago. 


Radios keep them in touch. 


Inside the two story tower that is only 


a few decades old — it replaced a wood- 
en structure that burned down — the ca- 
cophony of the radios Is mixed with 
clanging bells, buzzers and assorted light 
flashing to warn of impending action. 


DeVal. It stands for Des Plaincs Val- 


ley, but those who know the post along 
the Intersection of the Chicago and North- 
'.Western RwV. and the Soo Line tracks 
also affectionately call it "Death Val- 
ley." 


THE JOB OF ROUTING well over 100 


Iron horses, each day, through tho con- 
fluence of track, (no fewer than eight 
lines Intersect there) proves to be quite a 
juggling act for men like Dan Wise and 
Ben Wheeler. 


The two men are no newcomers to this 


railroading game. They bring more than 
46 years of experience to their job. And 
even though they know the territory, it 
still seems they have their hands'full try- 
Ing to keep the trains sorted out and 
moving. 


"It has been a pretty hectic day," said 


Wise who had started to work the "first 
trick" in the tower at 7 a.m. 


As the end of the shift was approach- 


Ing about 3 p.m. he was still trying to 
move out some of the trains that had 
been slocd by heavy rains, roadwork 
and 
a breakdown In the midst of the 


morning commuter rush hour. 


The traffic controlled by the station re- 


quires frequent radio messages with oth- 
er railroaders and train crews and often 
several maneuvers of the massive con- 
trol bank which resembles a giant candy 
mnchinc. The 60 odd levers control 
.switches and signals throughout the 
area. 


"YOU HAVE TO MAKE a decision to 


move a train and then stick with it," 
Wise explains as he leans back to light 
his pipe. 


Both Wheeler and Wise have a healthy 


respect for their job and know it only 
t a k e s one mistake to have real 
trouble. They credit the radios with 
speeding the movements of trains some- 
times more than a hundred cars long 
that can stretch through several towns 
at once. 


But then anyone who has ever driven a 


car through towns like Des Plaines, 
Mount Prospect or Arlington Heights or 
Palatine can say a few words about long 
freight trains. 


"Yeah I know that can be a big pain," 


Wise said still clenching his pipe tight in 
his teeth. 


Wheeler and Wise have one of those 


"you can't please all of the people all of 
the time" jobs though. When they move 
the big freights, the motorists do a slow 
burn, call the police and generally get 
mad. But the railroad crews can sure 
spice up the patter over the radio when 
they have to sit somewhere. 


"We try to'cooperate and most situ- 


ations move pretty smoothly," Wheeler 
noted. But the two men admit that there 
have been a few bad moments. 


"ONE TIME WE HAD a Des Plaines 


patrolman come bounding up here," 
Wise recollected. "He was mad because 
he wanted to give a ticket to the engineer 
of a train that had been blocking an in- 
tersection too. long. He couldn't catch up 
to the train once it started to move so he 
gave the ticket to us," Wise said. 


For Wise and Wheeler the Incident was 


just part of the job. They are quick to 
point out that it takes a particular type 
of man. 


Aside from the radio and the other 


clatter around the smallish room that 
comprises their work area, the job can 
be lonely. 
v 


"Some seem to never pick up all the 


things you have to do on this job and 
pick it up real quick," Wise said. He 
noted that keeping all the trains straight 
and copying the operation orders can be 
quite a task. 


The train movements and instructions 


about track conditions are transmitted at 
breakneck speed with a strange sort of 
word and number shorthand known only 
to the men of DeVal station and their 
collegucs up and down the track. 


An unusual type of job that takes a 


particular type of man. Wise and Whee- 
ler fill that bill. Those two railroaders 
who have spent nearly a half century on 
the job without going anywhere seem to 
bring a reassuring feeling to the octoplan 
occupation at DeVal Station.

A year ago yesterday, a DCS 


Plaincs man was murdered in Chile 
in the midst of a bloody coup which 
resulted in the violent death of that 
nation's elected president. 


When Frank Tcruggl Jr. died, it 


was difficult to not become cynical 
about his death, for the U.S. Govern- 
ment could tell us so very little about 
It. No, they hadn't known of the cir- 
cumstances of his death for, after 


all, it is not the task of U.S. embassies 
to keep track of every movement of U.S. 
citizens. 


Besides, Tcruggl was a long-haired 


student who had translated economic 
texts for the slain Marxist president, 
Salvador Allcndc. State Dcpt. spokes- 
men privately expressed distaste for 
Tcruggi's politics; it led observers to 
wonder If there was something about 
his death to be concealed by our 
government. 


A year later, those State Dcpt. 


spokesmen who reported Tcruggi's 
death to us have a right to be cynical

than a rubber stamp for Kissinger) 
ordered the funneling of more than 
$8 million into covert activities jn 
Chile. 


According to press reports, those 


funds went to bribe Chilean legisla- 
tors, into covert economic activities 
and to "destabilize" the government 
of the freely elected Marxist Allende. 
For the CIA's purposes, the money 
was well spent, for Allende was over- 
thrown a year ago and now there's a 
harsh and repressive right-wing dic- 
tatorship running the South Ameri- 
can country. 


Since the exposure of the secret 


funds, the Senate Foreign Relations 


' Committee has vowed hearings on 


the matter (there's the nasty prob- 
lem of perjury by three State Dept. 
officials) and President Ford last 


Monday said he recognized the exis- 


tence of "destablllzation." 
The whole secret CIA funding scheme 
has a funny kind of illogic to it, for 
Kissinger was an alleged apostle of 
detente and Vietnam peace. His 
apparent support for the covert over- 
throw of a legitimately elected, 
though Marxist, government, certain- 
ly points out the limits of his views of 
international cooperation and friend- 
ship. 


The scandal shows, too, that our 


"world policeman" role really 
hasn't changed much since John 
Kennedy. After the Bay of Pigs and 
Vietnam disasters, It was hoped that 
we'd learned something about our 
capabilities in the world. 


Now, with "destabillzatlon" behind 


us, Kissinger's vaunted reputation la 
about to take a nosedive. The master 
of detente appears to be little more 
than an opportunistic camp follower 
of Nixon's political philosophies. Kis- 
singer's respect for crude power poll- 
tics - or "dirty tricks" - dovetail 
with his'apparent disrespect for the 
ability of the Chilean people to gov- 
ern themselves. 


Disgrace for Kissinger or scrutiny 


of the CIA won't bring back Teruggi, 
nor will it modify the policies of the 
harsh regime which rules Chile. 


At least, though, it may teach us to 


examine the activities of our govern- 
. ment. Yes, we helped overthrow 
those commies in Chile, but every 
time an American ambassador burps 
in the next few years, the natives are 
going to scream "CIA involvement." 
In short, our Chilean episode has tor- 
pedoed our own world bellevability. 


Frank Teruggi Jr. isn't the only 


victim of last September's coup. In 
the midst of the bloodshed, our world 
credibility — and the reputation of 
some of our most esteemed foreign 
policy leaders — died a little, too.

WASHINGTON (NEA) - Henry A. 


Kissinger has served a year as Sec- 
retary of State. 


When he was sworn in last Sept. 


22, Kissinger was widely acclaimed 
as a diplomatic miracle worker. His 
l a u r e l s I n c l u d e d 
a No- 


bel Peace prize for getting the 
United States out of Vietnam, detente 
with Russia and warmer relations 
with Communist China. 


But in the year since he moved 


from the White House to the State 
Department, Kissinger's mistakes 
and failures have far exceeded his 
diplomatic achievements. 


Hardly had he got his name on his 


new office door when the October 
Arab-Israel war erupted, disrupting 
Kissinger's detente 
with 
Russia 


which deliberately violated its pledge 
to stay out by arming the Arabs 
again. Technically detente still exists 
but Kissinger knows Russia will al- 
ways act in its own interests. 


America's rearming of Israel ang- 


ered European allies who turned 
even further away when Arab oil was 
cut off. Kissinger's attempt to re- 
store amity with a big "energy" con- 
ference failed. To date, he has made 
little progress toward getting inflated 
Arab oil prices reduced. 


The war did lead to Kissinger's 


only real diplomatic achievements in 
his first year in office: 


• In January he persuaded Israel 


and Egypt to pull back troops and 
convinced Israel to give Egypt back 
a piece of the occupied Sinai Penin- 
sula. 
. • In May he persuaded Syria and 
Israel to disengage on the Golan 
Heights and had Israel give back 
some land there, too. 


But almost nothing since has gone 


well. 


Because Syria seems intent on 


more fighting, the Golan deal threat- 
ens to come unstuck just as Kis- 
singer's Vietnam deal fell apart. His 


attempts since May to quiet Syria, 
get Israel and Jordan together and 
get Israel and Egypt together or to 
deal with the Palestinian issue have 
all been mired in stalemate. • 


His Moscow "summit" failed to 


produce the comprehensive nuclear 
test ban both governments had 
pledged to seek. The July meeting 
did produce an agreement to limit 
underground nuclear testing but the 
pending treaty has no chance of 
needed Senate ratification because it 
is regarded as meaningless. 


The summit also produced an

agreement not to build a second anti- 
ballistic missile (ABM) site which 
wasn't going to be built anyhow. 


Euphoria over the China opening 


died away as 16 months passed and 
no progress was made toward estab- 
lishing full diplomatic relations or 
settling 25-year-old monetary claims 
each made on the other. 


Offering nuclear power generating 


stations to Egypt and Israel fright- 
ened many. Congress is unlikely to 
approve the deals unless both nations 
sign the 1968 nuclear nonproliferation 
treaty (NPT) which they have re- 
sisted for six years. 
' 


Also, U.S. failure to condemn In- 


dia's May 18 detonation of a nuclear 
device angered dozens of non-nuclear 
countries the United States had been 
trying to get to sign the NPT. 


There also is strong congressional 


opposition to a proposal to reduce 
U.S. control over the Panama Canal. 


Kissinger's stock dropped further 


when he failed to protest the Greek- 
led coup on Cyprus, did not denounce 
the Insurgent regime set up there 
and appeared to do nothing to dis- 
courage Turkey's invasion of the 
troubled Mediterranean island. 


Kissinger first held up delivery of 


some warplanes to both Greece and 
Turkey and then resumed delivery to 
both, leaving everyone confused. As 
a result he lost Greece's friendship 
— and the United States and NATO 
military bases there. 


It is true that Kissinger spent so 


much time on the Mideast problem 
he had to ignore or delegate respon- 
sibility on other issues. But in the 
wake of the Mediterranean crisis, Is- 
rael and the Arabs are now openly 
less eager to accept his assurances 
in future proposals. 


And it did not help when Kissinger 


announced the visit here of Israeli 
Premier Yitzhak Rabin before Rabin 
even had a chance to ask his cabinet 
for permission to make the trip. Kis- 
singer's tactless move was seen as 
an attempt to draw attention away . 
from his Mediterranean diplomatic 
problems. 


Before Kissinger became Secretary 


he ran U.S. foreign policy as a presi- 
dential adviser, secretly, and with a 
small staff. As secretary he vowed to 
change all that. But Foreign Serv- 
ice officials unhappy with Kissinger 
in the White House are just as un- 


happy with Kissinger in the State De- 


partment. They still feel out of the 
picture as Kissinger continues to ig- 
nore them and run foreign policy se- 
cretly with the small staff he brought 
over from the White House.

I Guns aren't needed 


« 
at Harper College 


If there is one thing this country 


docs not need, it Is more persons 
carrying loaded guns. For that rea- 
s o n , Harper College officials 
should turn down the request from 
the college's security force to pro- 
vide them with guns when they are 
on patrol. 


This docs not mean, however, that 


Harper should ignore the problem 
of providing security for 
the 


campus, or that college officials 
can prevent crime at the college by 
pretending it docs not exist. 


The security guards have filed a 


grievance with the college offi- 
cials. They arc asking to be 
allowed to carry .38 caliber pistols 
inside and outside campus build- 
ings. 


In asking for the right to carry 


guns, the officers argue that they 
have police academy training and 
that the number of crimes on the 
college campus warrant armed of- 
ficers. They also contend they are 
only "half police officers" because 
they cannot wear guns now and 
that allowing them to carry guns 


Harper 


on campus would act as a deter- 
rent to criminals. 


After studying their arguments, 


we have reached the conclusion 
that the problems with crime at 
Harper will not be solved by ar- 
ming security officers. 


Many oMhe Incidents cited by 


the officers as argument for guns 
arc misdemeanor offenses and, as 
Rolling Meadows Police Chief 
Lewis Case said, "You can't use a 
gun on a misdemeanor." 


Providing guns for campus se- 


The 
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curity officers, in fact, may put 
them in more danger than they are 
in now from persons who commit 
crimes on the campus. Criminals 
might be more likely to carry and 
use guns on security officers they 
know to be armed than on those 
who are unarmed. 


As an alternative to providing 


campus security officers with 
guns, the Harper administration 
should give serious consideration 
to providing the officers with non- 
deadly weapons, such as Mace, 
which could be used to disable an 
attacker. 


In addition, Harper officials 


should work closely with the Pala- 
tine Police Department, which has 
the authority to provide police pro- 
tection on the campus, to ensure 
good communications and effective 
cooperation. 


The security officers at Harper 


have the right to expect support as 
they work to keep order on the 
campus. The Harper adminis- 
tration and board should provide 
that support in all possible ways. 


However, supporting the officers 


does not include giving them guns. 
To arm the security force would 
ensure that someday a gun would 
be used in haste, In the wrong cir- 
cumstances or against an officer. 


That is not good for the college, 


for the security guards or for the 
general public.

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Des Plaines policeman tells Congressional hearing 
Home life key to fighting drug abuse

A strong family home Ufa In which 


parents take a concerned Interest In their 
children Is the best means to deter drug 
uso among children, according to Dct. 
William Tarvcr of the DCS Plalncs police 
youth department. 


Speaking before a Congressional hear- 


ing on drug abuse Saturday at Miles 
North High School, Carver said "love 
and discipline" are the best weapons 
parents can use to combat the drug prob- 
lem In the home. 


"I believe a strong family life where 


parents pay real attention to their chil- 
dren Is the best deterrent and the best 
solution to drug-related problems," Tar- 
vcr said. "The breeding ground for prob- 
lems Is In homes where no true family 
life exists. In these cases children often 
(urn to drugs because they arc looking 
for attention from their parents." 


TAKVEIl SAID the experience DCS 


Plalncs officers have had with youth 
drug-related problems indicates that the 
homo which both parents work and have 
negligent contact with their children is 
the home in which problems arc most 
likely to arise. 


The youth officer said If parents be- 


lieve their child is a narcotics user they 
should bring the youth to the station 
where, together with the parents, officers 
will talk to the child. Tarvcr said his of- 
fice often refers parents and children to 
social service agencies In the area after 
their Initial contact with police. 


Tarvcr added that no criminal record 


is kept for juveniles in such cases. In- 
stead, a "history card" Is kept on file for 
the youth officer's use only. When the 
child becomes 18, all flics in the depart- 
ment on him arc destroyed so there Is no 
chance of his past juvenile problems in- 
terfering with his adult lite. 


Tarvcr encouraged parents to bring 


their children to the youth department 
for help because "this often shows the 
child that the parent is Interested in 
him."

ALTHOUGH HE said there are no 


"pot" answers to solving youth drug 
problems, Tarver added that education 
at schools and In the home are the best 
means of attacking the problem. 


Both Tarver and John Hinchy, director 


of the Metropolitan Enforcement Group 
(MEG), urged Congress not to de- 
criminalize the possession and sale of 
marijuana. "Don't get lulled into do- 
crlmlnallzatlon," Hinchy told Rep. Samu- 
el H. Young R-lOth, chairman of the 
hearing, and Rep. Robert McClory, 
R-iath. "Listen to what the kids and 
their parents have to say." 


Hinchy added that although MEG has 


been successful In arresting drug traf- 
fickers and in gaining convictions, very 
few persons spend any time In jail to pay 
for their crimes. 


"Our laws are more than sufficient to 


deal with the problem. What we need is 
more swift and sure justice. Our con- 
viction rate is high (about 85 per cent), 
but that's where it stops. We hove to con- 
vince someone that persons selling and 
trafficking drugs belong in jail." 


Hinchy said MEG's greatest difficulty 


has come from judges who fail to give 
stiff sentences to convicted drug peddlers 
and from school officials who do not 
want to admit a problem exists in their 
schools. 


"THE FIRST person to know there is 


something wrong with a kid is his teach- 


er," Hinchy said. "We need cooperation 
from teachers to help us identify the 
.pushers and get the cancer out of the 
schools. 


"Parents have a right to feel their kids 


are secure in school and that's why 
school officials should be obliged to coop- 
erate." 


Hinchy said the greatest drug problem 


In the Northwest suburbs is not the use 
of hard narcotics such as heroin, but the 
use of barbltuates and hallucinogens. 


"If we sealed our borders and prevent- 


ed the Importation of hard narcotics, our 
problem in the suburbs would still exist. 


Our problem is hallucinogens and the 
manufactured drugs, not the hard, im- 
ported narcotics," Hinchy said. 


"When we turn in to federal agents 


more than $50,000 in cash which we've 
confiscated, it gives you some idea of 
what we are dealing with," the MEG di- 
rector added. "It's rolling out here and 
it's going to continue to roll until we put 
someone in jail." 


Hinchy characterized the typical sub- 


urban drug trafficker as a 21-year-old 
white male who has had two years of 
college and lives away from home. 


"In 10 years this is the dealer who will 


become a syndicate member. He has de- 
veloped moxie in being able to pick up 
the phone and make a long-distance call 
to get a shipment of drugs delivered and 
he is the person who will have developed 
an organizational ability." 


Hinchy said MEG has done a good job 


in the three years of its existence and he 
encouraged legislators to provide more 
funds for such operations to expand. He 
said MEG, which is composed of agents 
from 29 suburban police departments, is 
funded only through June 30, 1975. Hin- 
chy said he does not know if the oper- 
ation will continue to be financed.

ers," sold Schlcffcr In a telephone Inter- 
view from Washington. "I'm more of a 
traditionalist. Straight reporting Is the 
best reporting. Bob Woodward and Carl 
Burnstoln showed that at the Washington 
Post. They were accurate, readable, no 
opinion. And they made their stories 
about Watergate clear by simply telling 
what happened. 


"Those two boys did more for freedom 


of the press than 100 speeches." 


SCIIIEFFElt. 37, Is CBS News' re- 


placement for Dan Rather, whose decade 
at tho While House was punctuated by 
frequent florcups with Presidents John- 
son and Nixon. 
Oddly enough, Rather succeeds Schlcf- 
fcr as anchorman for CBS this weekend. 
He also will become anchorman for CBS 
reports, tho first such designation since 
Edward R. Morrow. Schlcffcr's last re- 
porting post for CBS was at the Penta- 
gon. 


Although Schlcffcr files his reports on

television, he, like many others in elec- 
tronic journalism, began his career as a 
newspaperman. His first major job was 
with The Fort Worth Star-Telegram, and 
he Is proud to say that he was the first 
Texas newspaperman to report from 
Vietnam.

He later 
served as anchorman at WBAP-TV, Dal- 
las-Fort Worth. 


"I'm going to cover the White House 


as straight and fairly as I can," Schlef- 
fer said.

I enjoyed the Pentagon, 
and It was a hard decision to leave the 
Sunday News. But now I have a front- 
row scat and I'm just delighted. There is 
so much news, maybe five or six stories 
a day. It's fun.

were especially saddened by the resigna- 
tion of President Ford's press' secretary, 
Jerald F. terHorst. TerHorst, who re- 
turned to his job at the Detroit News, 
resigned his White House job because of 
the Nixon pardon. 


"We're all sick about Jerry. He was 


such an honest guy. We felt he was in 
there fighting for us and talking on the 
record. He knew why we were there and 
why we were asking questions. We're 
just sick about his leaving. But we're 
proud of him, he had his principles." '

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Leaders hear 
'call for action' 


FATHER PAUL ASCIOLLA, one of the 200 future 
leaders recently named by Timo magazine, called 


on an audience at Harper College last week to get 
leaders into positions of authority who "care 


about the quality of life." Father Asciolla spoke at 
the Harper College Leadership Training Center.

A group of more than 200 Northwest 


suburban leaders, from village managers 
to school board members, heard a call 
for "radical community action" last 
week at Harper College. 


The Rev. Paul Sciolla, a member of 


the Scalabrini Fathers and one of the 200 
future leaders recently named by Time 
Magazine, told the Harper crowd that 
democratic leadership "builds a group 
that will not fall apart because some- 
thing has happened to the leaders." 


Father Asciolla was speaking at the 


opening of the Harper Community Lead- 
ership Training Center, a program which 
will provide seminars for elected and ap- 
pointed officials and citizens. 


FATHER ASCIOLLA. editor of Fra 


Noi, an Italian-American newspaper, and 
staff member of the National Center for 
Urban Ethnic Affairs in Washington, 
D.C., said the Harper center reflects a 
movement throughout the country in 
which "citizens are becoming more in- 
volved in participating" in government. 


"The credibility of the American ex- 


periment is coming under increasing 
scrutiny," Father Asciolla said. "We are 
undergoing a global lesson in political 
science." 


He said ventures like the leadership 


center at Harper will help. "Leadership 
has to come out of the communities and 
the community colleges, not out of mega- 
universities," he said. "We're recreating 
the old urban neighborhoods hi the sub- 
urbs." 


He cautioned, however, that "the clas- 


sic elements of fascism exist hi this 
country," adding that "when George 
Wallace, a cultural paranoid, becomes as 
popular as he is in this country, things 
are very bad." 


THE PROBLEM, Father Asciolla said, 


is that "we have to get people into lead- 
ership positions who are concerned about 
the quality of life." He said, "Nobody is 
satisfied with the welfare system — the 
peple who get it and the people who pay 
for it — but where is the coalition to call 
the government to task about that." 


He said leaders have to be as inter- 


ested in "the methods of social decisions 
and in the decisions themselves," ad- 
ding, "People who participate in a deci- 
sion are more likely to support it" 


However, he also cautioned against 


leaders who only follow their con- 
stituency. "I can't be a consensus priest 
because my job is to tell people what's 
wrong sometimes. In the same way, you 
can just have a consensus politician." 


Also, Father Asciolla said, "There's 


nothing worse than a leader with a Wyatt 
Earp complex in which everything al- 
ways has to be right and perfect If a 
leader would only admit his mistakes, we 
would be all right — we're a very com- 
passionate people." 


CITIZENS, HE SAID, "have to be re- 


warded for participation" because "a lot 
of times the more people express their 
opinions, the less happens." 


Weather becomes common foe ior candidates 
Bensinger, Elrod trade light jabs 


GLOOMY WEATHER will never deter politicians from 
their appointed rounds. Candidate Peter Bonsinger, U.S. 
Sen. Charles Percy and Sheriff Richard Elrod all ap- 


peared before the League of Women Voters over the 
weekend to tout their beliefs. Rain may fall but in an 
election year, it doesn't matter. 


ON THE STUMP before a group of non-voters is Peter 
Bensinger, who returned to the Northwest suburbs Fri- 


day to talk to students at Forest View High School. 
Bensinger is running for county sheriff.

Cook County's two candidates for sher- 


iff — Democrat incumbent Richard El- 
rod and Republican Peter Bensinger — 
found a common foe last weekend — the 
weather. 


Elrod and Bensinger traded mild jabs 


at a League of Women Voters candi- 
date's day in Winnetka Saturday and 
watched rain clouds threaten to end 
the outdoor debate. 


Bensinger, a former director of the 


Chicago Crime Commission and the Illi- 
nois Department of Corrections, repeated 
criticisms of the sheriff's department 
that were speech topics Thursday and 
Friday during appearances throughout 
the Northwest suburbs. "The present 
Cook County sheriff's administration has 
wasted both manpower and money and 
has allowed court, jail and police ser- 
vices to be seriously compromised by 
slipshod process serving, questionable 
c o r r e c t i o n a l practices and an in- 
adequate commitment to police patrols 
for the unincorporated areas of Cook 
County," Bensinger said. 


ELROD, ELECTED sheriff in 1970, 


said "I feel I've done a lot in four years. 
The sheriff has always been a place for 
people to look down on, but we've estab- 
lished a record for performance. 


"Talk about the training p-oqroms 


we've given our deputies. Training is 
what counts. You don't give a man a 
badge and say you're a police officer," 
Elrod said. 


Bensinger demanded a sheriff's budget 


that "reflects the needs of criminal jus- 
tice in Cook County." Using a chart that 
showed sheriff's manpower allocations, 
Bensinger said that only 130 of 3,000 em- 
ployes are police patrolmen, that the 
budget includes 217 Holiday Court bailiffs 
and 1973 elevator operators, window 
washers and janitors. "This is at a time 
when crime in Cook County has in- 
creased 38 per cent." 


"This is the slice of the pie in the 


youth services division — 14," Bensinger 
said. "I would take politics out of the 
sheriff's office and replace patronage 
with professionalism." 


BENSINGER CALLED for a "greater 


commitment to youth, an increase from 
six to 30 youth officers and a "serious 
sustained drug education program that 
involves parents and teachers." 


The manpower chart, which Bensinger 


used two weeks ago during a television 
debate, is "showboating and doesn't re- 
flect necessarily the financial alloca- 
tions" of the sheriff's staff, Elrod said. 


"Peter doesn't say that we've put 25 


men into our MEG (Metropolitan En- 
forcement Group) drug unit. Peter 
doesn't say we've put 46 men in the 
state's attorney's office. 


"We have a manpower shortage. The 


custodial function is the sheriff's by stat- 
ute. They're not all janitors and window 
washers. About 35 are security officers." 


ELROD SAID THAT Cook County 


"never had a court services department, 
never had a youth services department, 
never had the type of training I started 
in the sheriff's department. We've had a 
massive drug education program. 


"We prefer not to send someone to 


Audy Home. We prefer to work right 
with them," the sheriff said. More than 
1,800 families have received "profes- 
sional help" from the youth services de- 
partment. "I've done the job. I've per- 
formed. I want to continue to do the 
job," Elrod said. 


Despite the rain which began and end- 


ed the debate, more than 300 persons and 
dozens of candidates for county and state 
offices attended the election event.

Porter 
Stevenson 


Porter won't alter 
anti-strike stance

State Rep. John Edward Porter, R-Evanston, has informed 


the Illinois Education Assn. that he has no intention of chang- 
ing his opposition to granting teachers the right to strike. 


Porter has twice voted against legalizing strikes by teach- 


ers, and also voted twice for amendments which would have 
abolished tenure in bills to authorize strikes. 


"Teachers can't call themselves professionals and have 


professional tenure and at the same time use the picket line 
to enforce their demands," he said. 


Porter added, "If the teachers' union wants to make my 


reelection a referendum on whether the people of the 1st 
District (which includes the northern half of Wheeling Town- 
ship) favor teacher strikes, that is their right Mine is to 
stand on my votes and take my case to my constituents." 


Porter said the voters of the 1st District — "probably the 


preeminent public education center in the United States" — 
respect their teachers as professionals and are concerned 
with their needs, but would lose that respect in the event of a 
strike. 
More nuclear safeguards: Adlai 


Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson III, in an article written for the 


October issue of Foreign Affairs magazine, has warned that 
present safeguards againt the hostile use of nuclear materials 
intended for peaceful purposes are inadequate. 


Stevenson said that more than 500 nuclear reactors have 


been built in 45 nations in the last 20 years. As nations seek 
alternative energy sources that number is expected to quad- 
ruple by 1980, he said. 


"Atoms intended for peace can also be used for war," Ste- 


venson said. 


He called for a one-year moratorium on U.S. exports of 


nuclear technology and materials to nations which reject in- 
ternational safeguards while more adequate safeguards may 
be developed.

'As our society grows more conscious of 


sport and its different .philosophies, the 
current deluge of autobiographies shows 
that, if nothing else, football coaches of- 
ten develop a unique perspective of exis- 
tence, fate and, of course, football.

Fiedler when he said after Viator's Fri- 
day night encounter with Marist "I don't 
want to take anything from Marist. They 
came at us and we survived." 


One might expect that after a one or 


two point win, but Fiedler's charges had 
just presented him with a shutout and 
the Lions struck fast offensively to regis- 
ter a 21-0 victory over Marist's Redskins 
at Wheeling Friday. It's hard to equate a 
21-point margin and more survival, but 
Fiedler seemed justified somewhat in his 
outlook.

Tho same fate awaited Dean In the

Eliasik shunned the two point con-

The defeat wasn't half an hour old but 


already Jim Morel talked more like a 
winner than loser. He'd found a quarter- 
back in sophomore Bob Zuccarini and 
the kids were starting to bit. That makes 
a man happy. 


"It was like Jekyll and Hyde out there 


tonight compared to our first two 
games," Maine West's Morel said Friday 
after his Warriors lost, 20-7, to heavily 
favored New Trier East. 


But you turn around a couple critical 


plays and that score might have changed 
hands. 


"We're 0-3 and It may sound crazy, but 


I'm happy," Morel said. "The kids are 
pulling together. We've got some con- 
fidence. You can't believe how terrible 
we were the first two gomes. That's why 
I'm so happy tonight." 


The Warriors went ahead, 7-0, two 


plays Into tho second period when Bill 
Makuch plunged two yards on fourth and 
goal. Mike Pandch boomed the extra 
point. 


But New Trier came back with for- 


mula football, getting its points off to a 
punt return, one short score set up by a 
great defensive effort and finally, a long 
march late in the game. 


The punt runback was 76 yards by 


Bruce Barkwill and the first of Pete 


Nlonnan's two extra points made it 7-7 
at halftlme. 


Excepting an Illegal procedure penalty 


against West, the visitors might have 
been scoreless. Barkwill was dumped at 
his 20 by Dan Cavazos but got a second 
chance when Norb Ploszaj had • to punt 
again. 


West was not fortunate on the ensuing 


kick, Barkwill beating the blue-Jerseyed 
Warriors on a left sideline pattern. Plos- 
zaj had a chance at the goal line but 
couldn't get Barkwill. 


New Trier capitalized after Inter- 


mission when defensive end Will Voli- 
raan 
popped Zuccarini, 
forcing

fumble. Mark Glon recovered for the In- 
dians on West's 16-yard line. 


"I almost thought Bob had the ball go- 


Ing forward," said Morel, insinuating the 
call could have been Incomplete pass. 


West forced New Trier Into fourth and 


eight. When right corner Scott Unger 
slipped, tight end Bob Meiresonne broke 
free and caught Jim Matthews' 14-yard 
TD strike. Deep safety Sean Dowd ar- 
rived too late to help Unger. 


Nierman, who pounded one kickoff 


through the end zone on a single bounce, 
booted the extra point. New Trier led, 14- 
7, seven plays into the third period. 


An Important fourth and four at New 


Trier's 26-yard Uiie was West's final shot 
at victory when 10 minutes remained. 


Unger swept left but was dumped for a 
one-yard loss. It had been a gamble play, 
Morel hoping New Trier would guess in- 
side run. 


"We went at their left end but the mon- 


ster came up to take the pitch man," 
Morel said. 'They guessed right and it 
was a formation they hadn't used all 
night" 


New Trier used over five minutes and 


13 plays to go 75 yards before Bob Kaes- 
berg plunged six yards off left tackle for 
a 20-7 New Trier lead. Makuch blocked 
Nierman's kick. 


In the long analysis, Barkwill's punt 


return was a killer. Even then, a first 
down by West at New Trier's 26 could 
have brought the Warriors back. 


But really; West did a pretty decent 


job. New Trier faced fourth and 30 on its 
opening possession, then saw its second 
drive end when Ralph Rolnpe Intercepted 
a Matthews pass. 


The Indians' third try also ended in 


failure, Matthews fumbling an option 
pitch and Dowd recovering on New 
Trier's 11. That paved the way for Ma- 
kuch's TD. 


New Trier's next offensive efforts end- 


ed In fourth and 18 (punt) followed by 
fourth and nine. Nierman lined up for a 
40-yard field goal but the snap was bad 
and New Trier lost 11 yards. So much for 
their first half offense. 


After their quickie third period score, 


the Indians faced fourth and 19, then 
fourth and 21 before driving for Kaes- 
berg's score. Later, they failed on fourth 
and three at West's 17. 


That's tough defense. And in young 


Zuccarini, just a sophomore, the War- 
riors discovered a quarterback. He was 
poised, unrattled by the early third peri- 
od fumble that gave New Trier its sec- 
ond score and ran a heads-up offense. 


His stats weren't much, G-of-18 passing 


for 57 yards, but he never cracked. On 
the game's last drive, he completed toss- 
es of 18 yards to Ploszaj and nine yards 
to Todd Salerno. 


But the key play occurred near West's 


goal line. On second and 21 from his 
four, Zuccarini dropped Into his end 
zone, found nobody open, then scrambled 
for first down yardage.

"Hell, he hit his first three 
receivers and they dropped the ball. He 
had no question in his mind that he can 
play ball. That's what we found tonight, 
a quarterback." 


Morel also uncovered a defense. And

Sex-case doctor 
down, but not out

Dr. James G. Mlddlcton, once a thriv- 


ing, $80,000-n-ycnr general practitioner, 
Is living a life of relative destitution, 
picking tomatoes, sweet corn and cucum- 
bers from a backyard garden for food 
and working as a janitor In return for 
free use of his former office as a home. 


The 47-year-old doctor, convicted in 


carl]LlD72 of deviate sexual assault and 
of federal explosives and firearms viola- 
tions, has been forced to move from his 
$350-a-month fourth-floor Lake Shore 
Drive high-rlso apartment to the tiny 
quarters behind his old office at 969 S. 
Elmhurst Rd., DCS Plalncs. 


Ills savings depleted from $25,500 be- 


cause of legal fees Mlddlcton has become 
a handyman, fixing toilets, paving the 


driveway and throwing out trash In and 
around the building occupied by a print- 
ing firm and his small quarters. 


MIDDLETON WAS THE central figure 


in one of the most sensational cases In 
Northwest suburban criminal annals. Be- 
ginning with his arrest Dec. 1, 1970, his 
name and picture regularly was flashed 
across television screens and on the front 
pages of newspapers. 


A raid on his DCS Plaines office by 


Sheriff's Police investigators produced 
pipcbombs, detonators, three handguns, 
pornographic photographs, literature and 
movies and artificial devices for sexual 
stimulation. 


Mlddlcton was projected as a Dr. Jek- 


yll-and-Mr. Hyde character, an image

Antifreeze slowly 
draining away?

This is mot the year to drain your car's 


radiator and replace the antifreeze. 


Shortages of petroleum based chem- 


icals are making antifreeze expensive — 
as well as virtually impossible to get. 


A survey of gasoline stations and 


stores in the Northwest suburbs has re- 
vealed that few have all the antifreeze 
they will need, and some outlets have 
virtually none. 


In addition, prices have tripled since 


last year, several service station man- 
agers said. 


THE BLAME for the shortage is attrib- 


uted to decreased supplies of ethylene 
glycol (the main ingredient of anti- 
freeze), use of ethylene glycol for mak- 
ing synthetic fabrics rather than anti- 


freeze, and a decline in the number of 
companies producing antifreeze. 


Two managers of local service stations 


said they thought the shortage may be a 
sham perpetrated by oil companies to 
force the price up. 


"I feel it's'another phony deal like with 


the so-called energy crisis ... I think 
when the price is up high enough it will 
come through again just like the gasoline 
did," Joe Dunn, manager of the Mount 
Prospect Citgo station, 606 Northwest 
Hwy., said. 


Joe Till, manager of the Golf and 


Busse Shell station in Mount Prospect, 
said Shell Oil Co. told him Thursday 
there is a shortage of antifreeze cans. 


"They have the antifreeze but they

A Palatine youth with a medical 


record of hepatitis Is locked In County 
Jail, despite a court order for his hospi- 
talization. 


Jail officials Insist the youth — Phillip 


Johnson, 17 — Is "recovering" from the 
disease and cannot Infect the jail's 1,300- 
prlsoncr population. 


But, a medical statement Included in 


the youth's court file recommends hospi- 
talization and treatment for hepatitis, a 
contagious liver disease. Treatment at 
Ccrmak Hospital, which serves county 
jail, reportedly was ordered by a Circuit 
Court judge when Johnson was arrested 


on vandalism charges Aug. 28 by Pala- 
tine police. 


CIRCUIT COURT JUDGE Arthur Sulli- 


van last week ordered a "full report" on 
Johnson's health and delayed a prelimi- 
nary hearing until Thursday on charges 
of burglary and vandalism. Sullivan's or- 
der came aftir the judge refused Thurs- 
day to allow the youth inside his Skokle 
courtroom for fear of infecting persons 
present. 


Johnson's three-week jailing without 


hospitalization was disclosed Friday dur- 
ing a speech before Wheeling Township 
Republicans by Peter Bcnslngcr, GOP 
candidate for sheriff. 


During his appearance in Arlington 


Heights, Bensinger referred to a "prison- 
er who should have gone to Ccrmak 
Hospital for diabetes and went instead to 
County Jail". 


Johnson, 449 E. Baldwin Rd., Palatine, 


"Is sick and I want treatment for him," 
his mother, Billie Johnson, said Satur- 
day.

She said the boy "looked forward to 
Mr. Whlpple's arrival and if he was late 
for any reason, he would become very 
upset." 


She also said that when the boy was on 


the leash, he would walk on all fours and 
bark like a dog. "The boy did not seem 
to be dealing with anything but a fantasy 
situation," she said. 


SHE SAID ON another occasion she 


saw a child riding a tricycle around the 
playground in the rain and when she 
asked the child's teacher about It, was 
told "he's In therapy with Mr. Whipple." 
She said she saw Whipple in the teachers' 
lounge getting coffee while •the boy was 
on the playground. 


Sho also testified that "profanity and 


vulgar language" was commonly used by 
teachers around the school and that sev- 
eral times during the spring she saw a 
woman teacher and a male teacher's 
aide "necking and ear biting" in a class- 
room In front of children." 


On cross examination, she said she had 


not attempted to stop the pair because "I 
didn't have the authority" and that she 
had not reported it to Whipple because 
"I thought he knew about it." 


Mrs. Hickey also testified that she once 


saw Whipple "slam a boy into the wall 
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and hold him there while he cried," and 
that Whipple would sometimes introduce 
a child with a breast fixation to women 
visitors and that the boy would fondle the 
women's breasts.

This is not the year to drain your car's 


radiator and replace the antifreeze. 


Shortages of petroleum based chem- 


icals are making antifreeze expensive — 
as well as virtually impossible to get. 


A survey of gasoline stations and 


stores in the Northwest suburbs has re- 
vealed that few have all the antifreeze 
they will need, and some outlets have 
virtually none. 


In addition, prices have tripled since 


last year, several service station man- 
agers said. 


THE BLAME for the shortage is attrib- 


uted to decreased supplies of ethylene 
glycol (the main ingredient of anti- 
freeze), use of ethylene glycol for mak-

IN FOUR HOURS of testimony at the 


hearing Friday, Mrs. Hickcy, who taught 
children with learning disabilities at the 
school from 1971 to 1074, also said she 
saw Whlpplo lead a boy through the halls 
of the school with a belt attached to the 
boy's belt loop as a leash. 


Sho also said Whipple "threatened and 


harassed" her and that teachers in 
Dwyer smoked cigarcts in classrooms 
and used vulgar language In front of chil- 
dren.

Busse Shell station in Mount Prospect, 
said Shell Oil Co. told him Thursday 
there is a shortage of antifreeze cans.

Furnace-problem

them to correct widespread furnace de- 
fects. The board gave Centex until noon 
today to come up with a better answer. 


VILLAGE PRES. Charles Zcttek Is de- 


manding that defective furnaces be 
completely replaced by Centex and that 
the builder do other corrective work 
where it is needed to comply with village 
building and fire codes. 


William Ucbow, Centex vice president, 


said at lost Tuesday night's board meet- 
ing he did not have the authority to com- 
mit Centex to anything other than pro- 
viding the do-lt-yoursclf furnace repair 
kits, the noon Monday deadline was set 
for the builder to formulate another pro- 
posal. 


Building Comr. Thomas Rettenbachcr 


said the cap and grill parts Included in 
the repair kit will not correct code viola- 
tions In an estimated 1,700 homes where 
furnace failures arc suspected. 


The building department Is making 


lists of suggested corrections to heating 
systems installed by Centex that will 
bring the furnaces In line with village 
codes, Rettenbachcr said. The lists will 
bo available to heating contractors and 
homeowners at the village hall. 


tlon is probably at least three years 
away. 


"The approval simply means that an 


interchange at that location Is war- 
ranted. It does not mean we can go out 
and start building It tomorrow," said Al- 
lan Abbott, supervisor of location studies 
for the Illinois Dept. of Transportation. 


Abbott said with the preliminary ap- 


proval of the project, the state can begin 
work on several time-consuming studies 
needed to receive some federal funding 
for the interchange. 


HENRY YAMANAKA, mobility studies 


engineer and project coordinator, esti- 
mated construction of the interchange at 
$1.2 million to $1.5 million. 


Federal funding could provide as much 


as 00 per cent of the cost, Abbott said, 
but the actual amount of the govern- 
ment's participation has not yet been de- 
termined. 


State transportation department offi- 


cials sold a local campaign for the inter- 
change was Instrumental in convincing 
the federal agency of the need for the 
Blcstcrficld exit. 


Representatives of Alexlan Brothers 


Medical Center in Elk Grove Village 
started the drive for the interchange late 
last year, saying an interchange would 
cut travel time of emergency vehicles 
coming to the hospital from the north 
and west by about five minutes. The 
drive was supported by officials of Elk 
Grove Village and Schaumburg. 


EMERGENCY vehicles en route to the 


hospital from suburbs north and west of 
Alexlan Brothers must exit from 1-90 at 
Thorridale Avenue, then backtrack on old 
III. Rtc. 53 to Bicstcrfleld Road. The pro- 
posed Blesterfield Interchange would 
shorten the distance to the hospital by 
about three miles. 


"I think this is tremendous," said 


Brother Felix Bettcndorf, administrator 
of Alexlan Brothers Hospital. "I feel the 
whole thing is due to the efforts of every- 
one who worked so hard in trying to put 
this through. It will probably be a life- 
saving measure." 


Elk Grove Village Pres. Charles Zettek 


also was pleased by the response to the 


appeal for the interchange. "I am grat- 
ified that both the federal and state au- 
thorities have seen fit to concur with the 
recommendation of the Village of Elk 
Grove and Alexlan Brothers," Zettek 
said. 


A spokesman for Schaumburg Mayor 


Robert 0. Atcher said the mayor was 
"very pleased" with the federal approval 
of the exit. 


IN ADDITION to providing faster ac- 


cess to the medical center, Zettek said 
he believed the interchange would re- 
lieve traffic tieups around Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


Y a m a n a k a said the state trans- 


portation department must submit a gen- 
eral traffic study to the government to 
obtain federal funds for the project. 


A study also will be done to determine 


the proper design for the interchange as 
well as environmental impact studies for 
the U.S. Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy. The EPA also requires a special re- 
port on the encroachment of county for- 
est preserve land involved in building the 
interchange. 


Public hearings must be conducted on 


each phase of the project, Yamanaka 
said, and estimated It could take as long 
as three to four years to complete steps 
leading to construction of the Inter- 
change.

Civilians aiding police department

Civilians have replaced Elk Grove Vil- 


lage policemen on the streets and in the 
station in performing chores ranging 
from directing traffic to filling out van- 
dalism reports. 


The three-month-old "Community Ser- 


vice Officer" program has freed police- 
men to devote more time to other police 
matters, 
according to Sgt. Eugene 


Brandt, supervisor of the training ser- 
vice division. 


Brandt said the 12 CSOs "are taking a 


substantial work load off patrolmen." 


The bulk of the CSOs' service is in the 


community, where they help youngsters 
cross streets to school, take animal com- 
plaints and handle minor accidents. In 
addition, the CSOs fill out vandalism and 
bicycle theft reports, take citizens' com- 
plaints and "generally do the hundreds 
of time-consuming community service 
duties usually performed by police," said 
Brandt. 
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police department has a cadet police pro- 
gram that employs young people in cleri- 
cal work, communications, and non- 
criminal enforcement capacities. 


The Elk Grove Village CSO program 


differs from cadet programs in taking 
CSOs out of the department and putting 
them into the community for street work, 
traffic control and enforcement of village 
ordinances and other noncriminal laws. 


Elk Grove Village residents can easily 


identify CSOs with their light blue and 
navy uniforms with the police depart- 
ment shield. They use special three- 
wheel vehicles instead of patrol cars. 


Some of the CSOs arc using the pro- 


gram as a stepping stone to careers in 
law enforcement. 


TERRY GRACZYK. 19, the only wom- 


an CSO on the department says her job 
is good training for full police- work. 
"Someday I hope to be a patrolman and 
for now my job is both good experience 
and fun," she said. "It's a chance to 
meet lots of people and In a way be a 
contributing part of the community." 


The only member of her family who is 


in law enforcement, Terry does not think 
it strange that she wants to be a police 
officer. 


"Why not? Law has been a part of my 


life for years and I've admired police- 
men and the service they give to their 
community. I think for me there will be 
a good job in juvenile work or social 
work after I too gain more experience," 
she said. 


She attends classes in criminal justice 


at Harper College, Palatine, and in her 
off-duty hours, can be found "at the sta- 
tion just talking or riding along on patrol 
with an on-duty policeman. 


CHRISTOPHER Born, a fellow CSO, is 


a former Hoffman Estates police cadet. 
He waited a year to be accepted on the 
Elk Grove Village police cadet program 
which was absorbed by the new pro- 
gram. 


For Born being a CSO Is "more than a 


good job." "I know some guys who put in 
two years time in a police academy to 
retrain for police work and then went out 
on the street and found out they either 
couldn't hack police work or just didn't 
like it. Classroom preparation is neces- 
sary but it docs not show you what ac- 
tual street or department work is like. 


"Working in the department and get- 


ting out like we do, gives us a sample of 
what real police work is like," said Born. 


Born, 19, said he became interested in 


police work after talking to an Elk Grove 
Village policeman and his high school po- 
lice counselor during his school days at 
Elk Grove High School. "I've never re- 
retted it," he added. 


The CSOs are involved in a continual 


training program as are all village pa- 
trolmen. The group has undergone a bas- 
ic instruction period in police depart- 
ment operations. 


Police Chief Harry Jenkins said the 


CSOs perform an important function as a 
police department community service be- 
cause much of the department's work is 
service oriented. 
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Dist. 54 ivrapup 
Salary hike OKd 
for technicians 


Salaries were approved for hearing and vision technicians 


in Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 last week despite the pro- 
tests of technicians who asked for a larger raise. 


The Dist 54 Board of Education approved a beginning wage 


of $3 per hour for vision and hearing technicians. The wage 
goes up to $3.15 after one year and $3,30 for the second year. 
The top of the pay scale is $3.90 per hour in the sixth year. 


"We believe that virtually nothing was done to Improve our 


status and that the board should postpone voting on this rec- 
ommendation until further discussion is held," said Judy Kon- 
ncman speaking for the technicians in thedlstrlct. 


She said the beginning wage has not been raised In three 


years and technicians arc paid the same as lunchroom work- 
ers and supervisors "who put TV dinners In the ovens, see to 
It that trash is placed In receptacles and that some amount of 
order Is maintained." The Job of the technician requires one 
week of training In anatomy and use of testing equipment. 


The board approved the wage scale by a 4-to-l vote. 


District boundary changed

'Longest hearing in history9 
State board hears Whipple charges

SPRINGFIELD - The Illinois Certifi- 


cation Board, In "the longest hearing in 
history," heard charges from Barbara 
Hickey, a former teacher at Dwyer 
School, Arlington Heights, that former 
director John Whipple allowed child 
abuse to occur at the school. The school 
offers special classes for emotionally dis- 
turbed children from throughout the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Mrs. Hickey, who resigned from the 


school this fall after making charges' 
against Whipple to County Schools Supt. 
Richard Martwick's office, admitted un- 
der cross-examination that she does not 
remember if she complained about child 
. abuse at the school until after Whipple 
told her she would not receive a raise at 
the end of the 1073-74 school year. 


Whipple, seated at a small table with 


his attorney, Paul Rettberg, listened in- 
tently to the testimony, frequently lean- 
ing over to whisper advice to Rettberg. 


IN FOUR HOURS of testimony at the 


hearing Friday, Mrs. Hickey, who taught 
children with learning disabilities at the 
school from 1971 to 1974, also said she 
saw Whipple lead a boy through the halls 
of the school with a belt attached to the 
boy's belt loop as a leash. 


She also said Whipple "threatened and 


harassed" her and that teachers in 
Dwyer smoked clgarets in classrooms 
and used vulgar language in front of chil- 
dren. 


In addition to Mrs. Hickey, the board 


heard two hours of testimony from Leo 
Hennessey, deputy superintnedent to 
M a r t w i c k. Martwick has suspended 
Whlpple's certificate which allows him to 
work as a school psychologist in public 
schools and has recommended that the 
certltication board revoke the certificate. 


Board members agreed to continue the 


hearing on Oct. 7 in Chicago. Whipple 
will be allowed to continue to work as a 
psychologist until the hearing is com- 
pleted. 


Whipple was clinical director of Dwyer 


until July, when he requested a transfer 
to the Center for Child and Family Stud- 
ies, an outpatient treatment center for 
children with learning and emotional 
problems. 


THE NORTHWEST EDUCATION Co- 


operative governing board, which runs 
Dwyer, has reaffirmed its faith in 
Whipple in a report following an in- 
vestigation into the charges against him 
and other members of the Dwyer staff. 
In his testimony, Hennessey referred to 
the NEC report as a "whitewash." 


Whipple also has been accused of vio- 


lating another state law by practicing as 
a private psychologist without a state li- 
cense. David Smith, hearing officer for 
the board, overruled at least temporarily 
an effort by officials from Martwick's of-

Mrs. Hickey said that in February of 


this year, Whipple called her to his office 
at Dwyer and told her she should resign 
from the program because she couldn't 
get along with other staff members and 
that "I let my needs and values get in 
the way of running the program." 


Mrs. Hickey testified that she thought 


Whlpple's evaluation was unfair because 
"the closest Mr. Whipple came to watch- 
ing me work in three years at Dwyer 
was when he stood outside my door for a 
few minutes. He never saw my plan 
book." 


MRS. HICKEY ALSO said children 


were paddled in the school "two or three 
times a week," and sometimes more of- 
ten when the weather was bad. She said, 
"I could hear the paddle being applied 
and I could hear the children crying af- 
ter paddling." 


She said that among the teachers she 


saw use the paddle were Leah Rawson 
and Keith Parent, 'both former teachers 
at the school who also have made 
charges against Whipple. 


She said that in January, 1971, Whipple 


held a staff meeting on the subject of 
paddling after a boy had been seriously 
hurt in one incident. She said Whipple 
told teachers to limit paddling to "two 
swats on a clothed butt." she said that 
although " I, myself, never used the 
paddle" she would not have objected to 
the paddling if the rules had been follow- 
ed but "there were no two swats on the 
butt." 
\ 


She said Michael Blskupskl, who was 


first an aide in the program and later a 
teacher in the junior high school, "put 
the paddle over his head" and then 
brought it down to hit a child. She said, 
"There was a boy who was taller than 
Mr. BIskupski and it seems he was al- 
ways in the hall getting it." 


Mrs. Hickey said she did not think she 


had ever raised the issue of paddling in 
1971, 1972 or 1973 in staff meetings and 
replied, "No, I don't think so," when 
asked if she had told Whipple she 
thought children were being abused by 
the paddling. 


SHE SAID THAT after Whipple gave 


her the poor evaluation in February and 
suggested she resign, she called Gloria 
Kinney, executive director of NEC, to 
tell her about the evaluation and men- 
tioned that there were "other things" at 
the school that needed Mrs. Kinney's at- 
tention. 


She said she did not specify what "oth- 


er things" Mrs. Kinney should look into 
because "there wasn't time" during that 
phone call. 


She said the child Whipple walked on 


the "leash" made of a belt, was a child 
who "made quite a few animal sounds" 
and who was in therapy with Whipple. 
She said the boy "looked forward to 
Mr. Whipple's arrival and if he was late 
for any reason, he would become very 
upset." 
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She also said that when the boy was on 


the leash, he would walk on all fours and 
bark like a dog. "The boy did not seem 
to be dealing with anything but a fantasy 
situation," she said. 


SHE SAID ON another occasion she 


' saw a child riding a tricycle around the

playground in the rain and when she 


Whipple 
asked the child's teacher about it, was 
told "he's in therapy with Mr. Whipple." 
She said she saw Whipple in the teachers' 
lounge getting coffee while the boy was 
on the playground. 


She also testified that "profanity and 


vulgar language" was commonly used by 
teachers around the school and that sev- 
eral times during the spring she saw a 
woman teacher and a male teacher's 


aide "necking and ear biting" in a class- 
room in front of children." 


On cross examination, she said she had 


not attempted to stop the pair because "I 
didn't have the authority" and that she 
had not reported it to Whipple because 
"I thought he knew about it." 


Mrs. Hickey also testified that she once 


saw Whipple "slam a boy into the wall 
and hold him there while he cried," and 
that Whipple would sometimes introduce 
a child with a breast fixation to women 
visitors and that the boy would fondle the 
women's breasts. 


Mrs. Hickey also testified that a "qui- 


et" sign was hung on the door to the 
school gym whenever visitors were going 
to be in the school who might object to 
profanity, smoking or paddling.

Dr. James G. Mlddlcton, once a thriv- 


ing, $60,000-a-ycur general practitioner, 
is living a Itfb it relative destitution, 
picking tomatoes, sweet corn and cucum- 
bers from a backyard garden for food 
and working as a janitor In return for 
free use of his former office as a home. 


The 47-year-old doctor, convicted In 


early 1072 of deviate sexual assault and 
of federal explosives and firearms viola- 
tions, has been forced to move from his 
1350-a-month fourth-floor Lake Shore 
Drive high-rise apartment to the tiny 
quarters behind his old office at 069 S. 
Elmhurst Rd., DCS Plalncs. 


His savings depleted from $25,500 be- 


cause of legal fees Middleton has become 
a handyman, fixing toilets, paving the 


driveway and throwing out trash in and 
around the building occupied by a print- 
ing firm and his small quarters. 


MIDDLETON WAS THE central figure 


In one of the most sensational cases in 
Northwest suburban criminal annals. Be- 
ginning with his arrest Dec. 1, 1970, his 
name and picture regularly was flashed 
across television screens and on the front 
pages of newspapers. 


A raid on his Des Plaines office by 


Sheriff's Police investigators produced 
plpebombs, detonators, three handguns, 
pornographic photographs, literature and 
movies and artificial devices for sexual 
stimulation.

radiator and replace the antifreeze. 


Shortages of petroleum based chem- 


icals are making antifreeze expensive — 
as well as virtually impossible to get. 


A survey 'of gasoline stations and 


stores in the Northwest suburbs has re- 
vealed that few have all the antifreeze 
they will need, and some outlets have 
virtually none. 


In addition, prices have tripled since 


last year, several service station man- 
agers said. 


THE BLAME for the shortage is attrib- 


uted to decreased supplies of. ethylcne 
glycol (the main ingredient of anti- 
freeze), use of ethylene glycol for mak- 
ing synthetic fabrics rather than anti- 


freeze, and a decline in the number of 
companies producing antifreeze. 


Two managers of local service stations 


said they thought the shortage may be a 
sham perpetrated by oil companies to 
force the price up. 


"I feel it's another phony deal like with 


the so-called energy crisis ... I think 
when the price is up high enough it will 
come through again just like the gasoline 
did," Joe Dunn, manager of the Mount 
Prospect Citgo station, 606 Northwest 
Hwy., said. 


Joe Till, manager of the Golf and 


Busse Shell station in Mount Prospect, 
said Shell Oil Co. told him Thursday 
there is a shortage of antifreeze cans. 


"They have the antifreeze but they

Palatine 
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Medical care 
sought for 
jailed youth

A Palatine youth with a medical 


record of hepatitis is locked in County 
Jail, despite a court order for his hospi- 
lallzatlon. 


Jail officials Insist the youth - Phillip 


Johnson, 17 — Is "recovering" from the 
disease and cannot Infect the jail's 1,300- 
prlsoncr population. 


But, a medical statement included In 


the youth's court flic recommends hospl- 
tallzatlon and treatment for hepatitis, a 
contagious liver disease. Treatment at 
Cermak Hospital, which serves county 
jail, reportedly was ordered by a Circuit 
Court judge when Johnson was arrested 
on vandalism charges Aug. 28 by Pala- 
tine police. 


CIRCUIT COURT JUDGE Arthur Sulli- 


van last week ordered a "full report" on 
Johnson's health and delayed a prelimi- 
nary hearing until Thursday on charges 
of burglary and vandalism. Sullivan's or- 
der came after (he judge refused Thurs- 
day to allow the youth inside his Skokle 
courtroom for fear of infecting persons 
present. 


Johnson's three-week Jailing without 


hospltalltallon was disclosed Friday dur- 
ing a speech before Wheeling Township 
Republicans by Peter Bensingcr, GOP 
candidate for sheriff. 


During his appearance in Arlington 


Heights, Bensingcr referred to a "prison- 
er who should have gone to Cermak 
Hospital for diabetes and went Instead to 
County Jail". 


Johnson, 449 E. Baldwin Rd., Palatine, 


"is sick and I wont treatment for him," 
his mother, Billlc Johnson, said. Satur- 
day. "They figure he was In trouble be- 
fore and just threw him In jail." 


"I'm not satisfied he has hepatitis," 


Sullivan said. "He may have. I want to 
see what Is being done and whether it's 
dangerous." 


AFTER JOHNSON- WAS arrested by 


Palatine police, a fire department ambu- 


lance driver, two policemen and another 
arrested youth were Inoculated against 
possible hepatitis and the Palatine jail 
was sanitized. 


Johnson was arrested after he left 


"against medical advice" Alexian Broth- 
ers Medical Center Aug. 25. The youth 
entered the hospital Aug. 5 for treatment 
of hepatitis and a liver ailment after the 
Cook County State's Attorney's office 
agreed to delay his arrest. 


"We put him in the hospital because 


we knew he was sick," his mother said. 
"When he was picked up, it was in- 
fectious, but It's not now." 


Johnson was taken to county jail on the 


day of his arest, his mother said. 


Palatine police said the youth was 


transported in an ambulance to Alexian 
Brothers In Elk Grove Village. But, hos- 
pital officials told The Herald that John- 
son was not admitted or treated on Aug. 
28 or 29. 


FIFTEEN DAYS AFTER his arrest, 


on Sept. 12, Johnson received a physical 
examination at Cermak Hospital. Lad 
Alfaro, jail paramedics supervisor, said 
Johnson's medical record, with a first 
entry of Sept. 12, indicates that he en- 
tered the jail "at the earliest" Sept. 11. 


Another spokesman at the jail told the 


Herald on Friday that Johnson was not a 
jail prisoner. 


Tests at Cermak on ept. 12 and Sept. 


18 showed a "liver problem" but not 
hepatitis, Alfaro said. 


A separate test that is dated Sept. 12 


called for hospltalization and hepatitis 
treatment. The test result, reported by' 
Dr. E. J. Kelleher, director of psy- 
chiatric services for the county, is in- 
cluded as a signed statement in John- 
son's court file. Kelleher also recom- 
mended out-patient psychiatric treat- 
ment. 


Sheriff Richard Elrod, the official re- 


sponsible for county jail operations, said

'Never thought of safety...'

"It takes a fire In an apartment 


, building and smoke coming up the 
exit stairs to give you a second 
thought about living on the 10th floor 
of a high-rise," said Mrs. Kris Pe- 
ters. 


She and her husband were among 


the many Old Madrid residents who 
evacuated the 14-story complex early 
Friday when a two-alarm fire broke 
out in a thirdtfloor apartment. Resi- 
dents on' the upper floors were 
aroused from their sleep by the 
sound of breaking glass and the 
smell of smoke. 


THE FIRE, which was contained 


in Apt. 314 of the Old Madrid com- 
plex, 730 N. Hicks Rd., Palatine, 
caused an estimated $6,000 damage. 


John Paynter, who occupied the. 


apartment, was the only person in- 
jured in the blaze. He was treated at 
Northwest Community Hospital for 
smoke inhalation and first-degree 
burns. 


A Palatine Fire Dept. spokesman 


said the cause of the fire Is undeter- 
mined. Arson Is not suspected. 


"This is the first high-rise we've 


ever lived in, and I never thought 
about how we'd get to safety If a fire 
ever broke out in this building before 
today," Mrs. Peters said. 


Residents on the upper floors found 


the elevators shut off automatically 
because of the fire and were hesitant 
to take the stairs because of fear of 
being overcome by the smoke, Mrs.' 
Peters said. 


"The worst thing is not to know 


where the fire is or where the smoke 
is coming from," said Sherry Casap- 
pubias, who lives on the ninth floor. 
"When we saw the fire engines from 
other suburbs pull up to the building, 
we rushed down the stairs. We 
thought that the fire must have been 
a big one." 


ALTHOUGH THE Palatine Fire 


Dept. answered the'fire call at 6:50 
a.m. with four engines, fire depart- 
ments from Arlington Heights, Buf- 
falo Grove and Rolling Meadows also 
sent men and equipment. 


Khalld Mohammed was aroused 


from his sleep when he heard fire- 
men breaking the windows to get into 
the apartment next door to his. A 
.fireman led him and other third-floor

Certification board hears 
testimony against Whipple

SPRINGFIELD - The Illinois Certifi- 


cation Board, in "the longest hearing in 
history," heard charges from Barbara 
Hlckcy, a former teacher at Dwycr 
School, Arlington Heights, that former 
director John Whipple allowed child 
abuse to occur at the school. The school 
offers special clussw for emotionally dis- 
turbed children from throughout the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Mrs. Hlckcy, who resigned from the 


school this fall after making charges 
against Whipple to County Schools Supt. 
Richard Mortwlck's office, admitted un- 
der cross-examination that she docs not 
remember If she complained about child 
abuse at the school until after Whipple 
told her she would not receive a raise at 
the end of the 1973-74 school year. 


Whipple, seated at a small table with 


his attorney, Paul Rcttbcrg, listened in- 
tently to the testimony, frequently lean- 
ing over to whisper advice to Rcttbcrg. 


IN FOUR HOURS of testimony at the 


' hearing Friday, Mrs. Hlckcy, who taught 


children with learning disabilities at the 
school from 1971 to 1974, also said she 
aaw Whipple lead a boy through the halls 
of the school with a belt attached to the 
boy's belt loop as a leash. 


She also said Whlpplo "threatened and 


harassed" her and that teachers In 
Dwycr smoked clgarcts In classrooms 
and used vulgar language in front of chil- 
dren. 


In addition to Mrs. Hlckcy, the board 


heard two hours of testimony from Leo 
Hennessey, deputy superintncdcnt to 
M a r t w I c k . Martwlck has suspended 
Whlpple's certificate which allows him to

work as a school psychologist in public 
schools and has recommended that the 
ccrtlllcutlon board revoke the certificate. 


Board members agreed to continue the 


hearing on Oct. 7 in Chicago. Whipple 
will be allowed to continue to work as a 
psychologist until the hearing Is com- 
pleted. 


Whipple was clinical director of Dwyer 


until July, when he requested a transfer 
to the Center for Child and Family Stud- 
ies, an outpatient treatment center for 
children with learning and emotional 
problems. 


THE NORTHWEST EDUCATION Co- 


operative governing board, which runs 
Dwycr, has reaffirmed Its faith in 
Whipple in a report following an in- 
vestigation into the charges against him 
and other members of the Dwyer staff. 
In his testimony, Hennessey referred to 
the NEC report as a "whitewash." 


Whipple also has been accused of vio-

Parks to ask Westbury 
developers for more land 


A land planner for the Palatine Rural 


Park District will ask developers of the 
Westbury project In Hoffman Estates to 
donate more usable recreation land to 
the park district. 


Backers of the 497-acrc residential and 


commercial development have offered to 
donate 73 acres to the district but plan-

It will be built 
by Meridian Development Co., which 
purchased the land from the assets of the 
bankrupt City Savings and Loan Assn. of 
Chicago. 


Planner Alan Caskcy of ARC Associ- 


ates will present his recommendations on 
the plans at a Palatine Rural Park Dis- 
trict meeting at 7 p.m. today at the 
Prince of Peace Church, 1100 N. Hicks 
Rd. In Palatine. 


CASKEY WILL recommend that West- 


bury developers "encourage their land 
planner to make more usable open 
space available to the district," and that 
the open space be graded and seeded be- 
fore It Is given to the park district, Cas- 
kcy said. 


Caskcy said after reviewing the West- 


bury plans, three-fourths of the 75 acres 
of open-space land is comprised of water 
retention land that Is more suitable for 
lakes, fishing and skating areas. 


Caskcy said the park district needs 


land that Is more suitable for the con- 
struction of recreation facilities like 
baseball diamonds, swimming pools, ten- 
nis courts, and flcldhouscs.

Hayter would like to sec the Hoffman Es- 
tates Park District develop the open- 
space land In Westbury, "so that the vil- 
lage and park district boundaries and ju- 
risdiction would both be in Hoffman Es- 
tates — and not In two different towns," 
she said. 


But, Palatine Rural Park District offi-

Based on the 1974 tax rate of the Pala- 


tine Rural Park District, Richard Ada- 
shcck, executive president of the Alllster 
Construction Co. said the Westbury de- 
velopment would probably 
generate 


$73,000 In taxes each year to the rural 
park district. 


A DECISION on whether or not the 


Palatine Rural Park District will devel- 
op in Westbury parks could be stalled 
until the end of the year. Rural park 
board members may choose to wait on 
the decision until they and Palatine Park 
District officials can decide if the two 
park districts will merge. 


A merger between the Palatine Park 


District and the Palatine Rural Park 
District would mean the formation of a 
consolidated park district board that 
could decide not to develop the Westbury 
land. 


"To avoid the confusion, the Palatine 


Rural Park District could wait until a 
decision on the merger Is made in De- 
cember before it decides on the West- 
bury project," said Roger Bjorvik, Pala- 
tine Rural Park District attorney. 


Dorsch said "the rural board should 


carry on as an independent board," as It 
still Is, "and function in the way it feels 
is best for the people in the district." 


"I think a decision on this Westbury 


development could be made before the 
end of the year. We've just got to sit 
down with the developer and his planner 
and talk about what arc the recreational 
needs of the people, and how we can 
work this out. And I think that we can," 
Dorsch said.

MRS. HICKEY ALSO said children 


were paddled in the school "two or three 
times a week," and sometimes more of- 
ten when the weather was bad. She said, 
"I could hear the paddle being applied 
and I could hear the children crying af- 
ter paddling." 


She said that among the teachers she 


saw use the paddle were Leah Rawson 
and Keith Parent, both former teachers 
at the school who also have made 
charges against Whipple. 


She said that in January, 1971, Whipple 


held a staff meeting on the subject of 
paddling after a boy had been seriously* 
hurt in one incident: She said Whipple 
told teachers to limit paddling to "two 
swats on a clothed butt." she said that 
although " I, myself, never used the 
paddle" she would not have objected to 
the paddling If the rules had been follow- 
ed but "there were no two swats on the 
butt." 


She said Michael BlskupsKl, who was 


first an aide in the program and later a 
teacher in the junior high school, "put 
the paddle over his head" and then 
brought it down to hit a child. She said, 
"There was a boy who was taller than 
Mr. Blskupski and it seems he was al- 
ways In the hall getting it." 


Mrs. Hickey said she did, not think sho 


had ever raised the issue of paddling in 
1971, 1972 or 1973 in staff meetings and 
replied, "No, I don't think so," when 
asked if she had told Whipple she 
thought children were being abused by 
the paddling.

Saturday he has no authority to place the 
youth in Cermak Hospital, which Is con- 
trolled by the Hospital Governing Com- 
mission.

Cermak Hospital has 70 beds and on 


Friday only one was vacant, Alfaro said. 


Prisoners with court orders for hospl- 


tallzation are sent to Cermak for "reeval- 
uatlon," Alfaro said. "The judges play 
doctor. We don't know what they tell the 
j u d g e . We completely check their 
record." 


Johnson "doesn't have anything you'd 


call Infectious. He's on the road to recov- 
ery. All you can do is rest and take vita- 
mins," Alfaro said. 


The youth is in a single cell in a "hold- 


ing area," for prisoners who cannot per- 
form jail work, Alfaro said. Cermak phy- 
sicians are "twice as alert" for possible 
infectious diseases like hepatitis because 
"we have 1,300 people here." 


ACCORDING TO ALFARO, Johnson 


was reexamined Friday and "there's still 
nothing. The lab reports came back 
okay." 


Johnson was arrested in June after a 


break-in at Busch's Parts and Services, 
137 S. Northwest Hwy., Palatine. Police 
answered a burglar alarm that was trig- 
gered when a building window was bro- 
ken. Police found no identification or sto- 
len goods with Johnson when he was ar- 
rested. 


Johnson also is charged with a June 21 


vandalism incident at Howard Johnson's 
Motor Lodge and Restaurant, 920 E. 
Northwest Hwy. An estimated $500 in 
damage to a ceiling, cash register, safe 
and desk was reported after a burglary 
attempt.

The big "D" was for defense and tho 


big "0" was for Orcutt. 


Buffalo Grove meshed them together 


In just the right quantities and came up 
with a significant 14-0 triumph over vis- 
iting Schaumburg In tho Mid-Suburban 
League Saturday. 


In extending their own winning streak 


for tho season to three games, the Bison 
halted a Saxon string at two and put up 
t h e first points registered against 
Schaumburg's stingy defense yet this 
season. 


That was where the "0" came In.. .a 


splendid sophomore named.Ben Orcult 
who came up with the Grove's three big- 
gest offensive plays of the day.

for a 32-yard score that put the hosts on 
top to stay. 


In the following period, he uncorked an 


astounding 82-yard boot with the wind on 
a third-down quick kick play. It set up an 
Insurance Bison TD. Orcutt went over 
from the 10 to round out the 'day's scor- 
ing. 


"With* all respect to Ben and our of- 


fense, I'd really have to credit our de- 
fense for this win," Blaney added. "This 
team had scored pretty freely in their 
first two games and It took one fine ef- 
fort from our defensive unit to turn the 
tables on them."

There was no time left on the clock 


w h e n Fremd tackle Jerry Parker 
scooped up an Elk Grove fumble and 
started the long, 70-yard run for the end 
zone. 


Although he didn't make it, and if he 


had the touchdown would have had no 
effect on the final outcome, the fact that 
Parker's run generated the most ex- 
citement of the night for Fremd/ rooters 
is indicative.of the Vikings' frustrations. 


"Mistakes killed us again," Fremd 


head coach Joe Samojedny said in sum- 
ming up his team's 21-9 loss to the 
Grens, "Elk Grove is not as devastating 
as Holy Cross (Fremd's 38-14 conqueror, 
last week) but like Holy Cross they're 
very opportunistic and take advantage of 
every little mistake."

Sharpe carried four times in the 
nine play drive and culminated It by 
sweeping around the left side for 17- 
yards and the touchdown. 


"Sharpe is one fine running back," 


said Gren head coach Don Schnake. 
"He's the best in the league right now. A 
super back." 


Sharpe took his lumps every time he 


carried the ball and Elk Grove needed 
gang tackles to bring him down every 
time. Whether blasting straight ahead or 
outrunning the defense outside, Sharpe 
was in a class by himself. Of the 144 
yards the Vikes picked up on the ground, 
Sharpe was personally responsible for 
104 of them, collected in 25 trips into the 
line. 


"Sharpe did everything for us tonight," 


Samojedny said. "Our whole offense was 
on his shoulders." 


Elk Grove had some backs of their 


own who- were not as brilliant individ- 
ually as Sharpe, but collectively were 
more effective. 


Perhaps chagrined at being in a 9-zlp 


hole early in the second quarter, Elk 
Grove let Streich, John Willard and Da- 
vid King loose on the Fremd rushing de- 
fense and found it wanting. With the of-- 
fensive line tearing open the holes Will- 
ard carried twice for 25 yards, King once 
for 35 yards and Streich finally blasted 
over from the one for the touchdown. 


Elk Grove got the ball back moments 


later and stuck to the -ground for nine 
consecutive plays. Then Schnake pulled a 
bit of trivia out of his playbook called the 


forward pass and Tom Allen found Will- 
ard alone for a 60-yard touchdown. 


"Our man fell asleep in the secon- 


d a r y, " Samojedny said, "and got 
whipped." 


"Willard just ended up out in the 


open," Schnake said. "I don't know, 
maybe they weren't expecting a pass." 


There were only three passes thrown 


by both teams all night, two of them 
complete. With the field wet from an ear- 
ly rain and the footing questionable, 
more of an air game might have been 
expected. Such was not the case, how- 
ever, as both teams showed they were 
capable of moving the ball on the 
ground. 


Fremd's second painful mistake was a

Sex-case doctor 
down, but not out

Dr. James G. Mlddlcton, once a thriv- ^ 


Ing, $60,000-a-ycar general practitioner, 
is living a life of relative destitution, 
picking tomatoes, sweet corn and cucum- 
bers from a backyard garden for food 
and working as a janitor In return for 
free use of his former office as a home. 


Tho 47-year-old doctor, convicted in 


early 1072 of deviate sexual assault and 
of federal explosives and firearms viola- 
tions, has been forced to move from his 
WSO-a-month fourth-floor Lake Shore 
Drlvo high-rise apartment to the tiny 
quarters behind his old office at 960 S. 
Elmhurst Rd., DCS Plalncs. 


His savings depleted from $25,500 be- 


cause of legal fees Middlcton has become 
a handyman, fixing toilets, paving the 


driveway and throwing out trash in and 
around the building occupied by a print- 
Ing firm and his small quarters. 


MIDDLETON WAS THE central figure 


in one of the most sensational cases in 
Northwest suburban criminal annals. Be- 
ginning with his arrest Dec. 1, 1070, his 
name and picture regularly was flashed 
across television screens and on the front 
pages of newspapers. 


A raid on his Des Plaines office by 


Sheriff's Police investigators produced 
plpcbombs, detonators, three handguns, 
pornographic photographs, literature and 
movies and artificial devices for sexual 
stimulation. 


Mlddlcton was projected as a Dr. Jek- 


yli-and-Mr. Hyde character, an image

draining away?

This is not the year to drain your car's 


radiator and replace the antifreeze.

Shortages of petroleum based chem- 


icals are making antifreeze expensive — 
as well as virtually impossible to get. 


A survey of* gasoline stations and 


stores In the Northwest suburbs has re- 
vealed that few have all the antifreeze 
they will need, and some outlets have 
virtually none. 


In addition, prices have tripled since 


last year, several service station man- 
agers said. 


THE BLAME for the shortage is attrib- 


uted to decreased supplies of ethylene 
glycol (the main ingredient of anti- 
freeze), use of ethylene glycol for mak- 
ing synthetic fabrics rather than anti- 


freeze, and a decline in the number of 
companies producing antifreeze. 


Two managers of local service stations 


said they thought the shortage may be a 
sham perpetrated by oil companies to 
force the price up. 


"I feel it's another phony deal like with 


the so-called energy crisis ... I think 
when the price is up high enough it will 
come through again just like the gasoline 
did," Joe Dunn, manager of the Mount 
Prospect Citgo station, 606 Northwest 
Hwy., said. 


Joe Till, manager of the Golf and 


Busse Shell station in Mount Prospect, 
said Shell Oil Co. told him Thursday 
there is a shortage of antifreeze cans. - 


"They have the antifreeze but they

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Medical care 
sought for 
jailed youth

A Palatine youth with a medical 


record of hepatitis is locked In County 
Jail, despite a court order for his hospl- 
tallzatlon. 


Jail officials Insist the youth — Phillip 


Johnson, 17 — Is "recovering" from the 
disease and cannot Infect the jail's 1,300- 
prlsoner population. 


But, a medical statement included In 


the youth's court flic recommends hospl- 
tallzatlon and treatment for hepatitis, a 
contagious liver disease. Treatment at 
Ccrmnk Hospital, which serves county 
jail, reportedly was ordered by a Circuit 
Court judge when Johnson was arrested 
on vandalism charges Aug. 28 by Pala- 
tine police. 


CIRCUIT COURT JUDGE Arthur Sulli- 


van last week ordered a "full report" on 
Johnson's health and delayed a prelimi- 
nary hearing until Thursday on charges 
of burglary and vandalism. Sullivan's or- 
der came after the judgo refused Thurs- 
day to allow the youth Inside his Skokle 
courtroom for fear of Infecting persons 
present. 


Johnson's three-week jailing without 


hospltallzatlon was disclosed Friday dur- 
. ing a speech before Wheeling Township 
Republicans by Peter Bcnsingcr, GOP 
candidate for sheriff. 


During his appearance in Arlington 


Heights, Bcnsingcr referred to a "prison- 
er who should have gone to Cermak 
Hospital for diabetes and went Instead to 
County Jail". 


Johnson, 440 E. Baldwin Rd., Palatine, 


"is sick and I want treatment for him," 
his mother, Blllio Johnson, said Satur- 
day. "They figure he was In trouble be- 
fore and just threw him in jail." 


"I'm not satisfied ho has hepatitis," 


Sullivan sold. "He may have. I want to 
see what is being done and whether it's 
dangerous." 


AFTER JOHNSON WAS arrested by 


Palatine police, a fire department ambu- 


lance driver, two policemen and another 
arrested youth were inoculated against 
possible hepatitis and the'Palatine jail 
was sanitized. 


Johnson was arrested after he left 


"against medical advice" Alexlan Broth- 
ers Medical Center Aug. 25. The youth 
entered the hospital Aug. 5 for treatment 
of hepatitis and a liver ailment after the 
Cook County State's Attorney's office 
agreed to delay his arrest. 


"We put him In the hospital because 


we knew he was sick," his mother said. 
"When he was picked up, it was in- 
fectious, but it's not now." 


Johnson was taken to county jail on the 


day of his arest, his mother said. 


Palatine police said the youth was 


transported In an ambulance to Alcxian 
Brothers in Elk Grove Village. But, hos- 
pital officials told The Herald that John- 
son was not admitted or treated on Aug. 
28 or 29. 


FIFTEEN DAYS AFTER his arrest, 


on Sept. 12, Johnson received a physical 
examination at Cermak Hospital. Lad 
Alfnro, jail paramedics supervisor, said 
Johnson's medical record, with a first 
entry of Sept. 12, indicates that he en- 
tered the jail "at the earliest" Sept. 11. 


Another spokesman at the jail told the 


Herald on Friday that Johnson was not a 
jail prisoner. 


Tests at Cermak on ept. 12 and Sept. 


18 showed a "liver problem" but not 
hepatitis, Alfaro said. 


A separate test that Is dated Sept. 12 


called for hospltalization and hepatitis 
treatment. The test result, reported by 
Dr. E. J. Kellcher, director of psy- 
chiatric services for the county, is In- 
cluded as a signed statement in John- 
son's court file. Kelleher also recom- 
mended out-patient psychiatric treat- 
ment.

'Never thought of safety...'

"It takes a fire in an apartment 


building and smoke coming up the 
exit stairs to give you a second 
thought about living on the 10th floor 
of a high-rise," said Mrs. Kris Pe- 
ters. - 


She and her husband were among 


the many Old Madrid residents who 
evacuated the 14-story complex early 
Friday when a two-alarm fire broke 
out In a third-floor apartment. Resi- 
dents on the upper floors were 
aroused from their sleep by the 
sound of breaking glass and the 
smell of smoke. 


THE FIRE, which was contained 


in Apt. 314 of the Old Madrid com- 
plex, 730 N. Hicks Rd., Palatine, 
caused an estimated $6,000 damage. 


John'Paynter, who occupied the 


apartment, was the only person in- 
jured in the blaze. He was treated at 
Northwest Community Hospital for 
smoke inhalation and first-degree 
burns. 


A Palatine Fire Dept. spokesman 


said the cause of the fire is undeter- 
mined. Arson Is not suspected. 


"This is the first high-rise we've 


ever lived in, and I never thought 
1 about how we'd get to safety if a fire 


ever broke out in this building before 
today," Mrs. Peters said. 


Residents on the upper floors found 


the elevators shut off automatically 
because of the fire and were hesitant 
to take the stairs because of fear of 
being overcome by the smoke, Mrs. 
Peters sold. 


"The worst thing is not to know 


where the fire is or where the smoke 
is coming from," said Sherry Casap- 
publas, who lives on the ninth floor. 
"When we saw the fire engines from 
other suburbs pull up to the building, 
we rushed down the stairs. We 
thought that the fire must have been 
a big one." 


ALTHOUGH THE Palatine Fire 


Dept. answered the fire call at 6:50 
a.m. with four engines, fire depart- 
ments from Arlington Heights, Buf- 
falo Grove and Rolling Meadows also 
sent men and equipment. 


Khalid Mohammed was aroused 


from his sleep when he heard fire- 
men breaking the windows to get into 
the apartment next door to his. A 
fireman led him and other third-floor

Population 
up only 420 
since 1970 


Rolling Meadows has only 420 more 


residents now than in 1970, according to 
preliminary totals from the U.S. Census 
Bureau. 


Because the city will have less than 


20,000 population when the final totals 
are in,-there will be no redistricting to 
increase the number of aldermen on vhe 
city council. 


Preliminary totals of a special census 


finished last week show the city's popu- 
lation as 19,598, compared to 19,178 
recorded in 1970. Final reports, due in 60 
days, may add as many as 200 more per- 
sons, census bureau officials said. 


Allowing a 600-person increase in popu- 


lation, the city has gained only three per 
cent in four years. That gain will pro- 
duce a 3 per cent hike in city rebates for 
income and motor fuel taxes, which cur- 
rently amount to about $17,000 monthly. 
The gain will be about $510 per month, or 
$6,120 per year. The special census will 
cost about $8,000. 


SOME CITY officials had predicted the 


census would show a 25,000 population, 
enough to give the city home-rule status, 
which allows municipalities to levy new 
taxes and increases their bonding power. 


When Betty O'Connor, special census 


supervisor, predicted Sept. 11 the total 
would be more in the 23,000 range, City 
Mgr. James Watson expressed 
dis- 


appointment, but still estimated the city 
would gain $3,400 per month in state tax 
rebates. 


Any figure of 20,000 or higher would 


have required a redistricting of city 
wards to provide 14 aldermen instead of 
the 10 who currently serve. State statute 
specifies 10 aldermen for cities with pop- 
ulations between 15,000 and 20,000, and 14 
for cities with populations of 20,000 to 
30,000. City officials had begun consid- 
eration of how the redistricting could be 
accomplished, 
although formal 
dis- 


cussions had not yet opened. 


One reason for the minimal population 


increase, according to a letter sent to the 
city by Mrs. O'Connor, was a 1,000-per- 
son drop in the head count at Meadow 
Trace apartments. Since the 1970 census, 
one building in the complex has burned 
to the ground, and another was con- 
demned after installation of a doverleaf 
at Algonquin Road and III. Rte. 53 weak- 
ened its foundation. A recent fire left 16 
units of a third building vacant.

The approval of the ICCB will probably 


mean a referendum in the next few 
months in which the Harper board will 
ask voters to authorize funds for pur- 
chase of the land. 


College officials said Saturday that no 


timetable has yet been set up for a refer- 
endum, but that the college board will be 
discussing that in the next several 
weeks. 


IN ADDITION, college officials said 


William Kelly, president of the board, 


will attend the Arlington Heights Village 
Board meeting Oct. 7 to notify that board 
of the ICCB action. The village board has 
set aside the proposed site for the college 
on its zoning plan and has said it wants 
to be kept informed about the college's 
progress in buying the land. 


In taking the action Friday, the ICCB 


upheld a recommendation from its staff 
that allowing Harper to buy the land 
would be "prudent" because enrollment 
projections indicate the college will out- 
grow its original site at Algonquin and 
Roselle roads in Palatine by 1980. 


Harper officials have said that they 


want to buy the land now but would not 
build on it unless enrollments live up to 
projections. The college will have to re- 
turn to the ICCB for approval before it 
will be able to build on the land.

Mrs. Hlckcy, who resigned from the 


school this foil after making charges 
against Whlpplc to County Schools Supt. 
Richard Murtwlck's office, admitted un- 
der cross-examination that she docs not 
remember if she complained about child 
abuso at the school until after Whipple 
told her she would not receive a raiso at 
tho end of the 1073-74 school year. 


Whipple, seated at a small table with 


his attorney, Paul Rcttbcrg. listened in- 
tently to the testimony, frequently lean- 
ing over to whisper advice to Rcttbcrg. 


IN FOUR HOURS of testimony at the 


hearing Friday, Mrs. Hlckcy, who taught 
children with learning disabilities at the 
school from 1971 to 1074, also said she 
saw Whlpplo lead a boy through, the halls 
of tho school with a belt attached to tho 
boy's belt loop as a leash. 


She also said Whipple "threatened and 


harassed" her and that teachers in 
Dwycr smoked clgarcts In classrooms 
and used vulgar language In front of chil- 
dren. 


In addition to Mrs. Hlckcy, the board 


heard two hours of testimony from Leo 
Hennessey, deputy supcrlntncdcnt to 
M a r t w 1 c k. Martwlck has suspended . 
Whlpplo's certificate which allows him to

work as a school psychologist in public 
schools and has recommended that the 
ccrtltication board revoke the certificate. 


Board members agreed to continue the 


hearing on Oct. 7 In Chicago. Whipple 
will be allowed to continue to work as a 
psychologist until the hearing is com- 
pleted. 


Whlpplc was clinical director of Dwyer 


until July, when he requested a transfer 
to the Center for Child and Family Stud- 
ies, an outpatient treatment center for 
children with learning and emotional 
problems.

She said, 
"There was a boy who was taller than 
Mr. BIskupski and It seems he was al- 
ways In the hall getting it." 


Mrs. Hlckey said she did not think she 


had ever raised the issue of paddling in 
1971, 1972 or 1973 in staff meetings and 
replied, "No, I don't think so," when 
asked if she had told Whipple she 
thought children were being abused by 
the paddling.

The 47-year-old doctor, convicted In 


early 1072 of deviate sexual assault and 
of federal explosives and firearms viola- 
tions, has been forced to move from his 
J350-a-month fourth-floor Lake Shore 
Drive high-rise apartment to the tiny 
quarters behind his old office at 069 S. 
Elmhurst Rd., DCS Plalncs. 


Mis savings depleted from $25,500 be- 


cause of legal fees Mlddlcton has become 
a handyman, fixing toilets, paving the 


driveway and throwing out trash in and 
around the building occupied by a print- 
Ing firm and his small quarters. 


MIDDLETON WAS THE central figure 


in one of the most sensational cases in 
Northwest suburban criminal annals. Be- 
ginning with his arrest Dec. 1, 1070, his 
name and picture regularly was flashed 
across television screens and on the front 
pages of newspapers. 


A raid on his DCS Flames office by 


Sheriff's Police investigators produced 
plpcbombs, detonators, three handguns, 
pornographic photographs, literature and 
movies and artificial devices for sexual 
stimulation. 


Mlddlcton was projected as a Dr. Jek- 


yll-and-Mr. Hyde character, an Image

Antifreeze slowly 
draining away:

This is not the year to drain your car's 


radiator and replace the antifreeze. 


Shortages of petroleum based chem- 


icals are making antifreeze expensive — 
as well as virtually impossible to get. 


A survey of gasoline stations and 


stores in the Northwest suburbs has re- 
vealed that few have all the antifreeze 
they will need, and some outlets have 
virtually none. 


In addition, prices have tripled since 


last year, several service station man- 
agers said. 


THE BLAME for the shortage is attrib- 


uted to decreased supplies of ethylene 
glycol (the main ingredient of anti- 
freeze), use of ethylene glycol for mak- 
ing synthetic fabrics rather than anti- 


freeze, and a decline in the number of 
companies producing antifreeze. 


Two managers of local service stations 


said they thought the shortage may be a 
sham perpetrated by oil companies to 
force the price up. 


"I feel it's another phony deal like with 


the so-called energy crisis ... I think 
when the price is up high enough it will 
come through again just like the gasoline 
did," Joe Dunn, manager of the Mount 
Prospect Citgo station, 606 Northwest 
Hwy., said. 


Joe Till, manager of the Golf and 


Busse Shell station in Mount Prospect, 
said Shell Oil Co. told him Thursday 
there is a shortage of antifreeze cans. 


"They have the antifreeze but they

Harper College In Palatine has re- 


ceived permission from the Illinois Com- 
munity College Board to buy land foe a 
second campus in Arlington Heights. 


The ICCB, meeting in Macomb Friday, 


authorized Harper's board of trustees to 
buy the 146-acre site at Palatine and 
Schoenbeck roads in Arlington Heights. 


The approval of the ICCB will probably 


mean a referendum in the next few 
months in which the Harper board will 
ask voters to authorize funds for pur- 
chase of the land. 


College officials said Saturday that no 


timetable has yet been set up for a refer- 
endum, but that the college board will be 
discussing that in the next several 
weeks. 


IN ADDITION, college officials said 


William Kelly, president of the board, 


will attend the Arlington Heights Village 
Board meeting Oct. 7 to notify that board 
of the ICCB action. The village board has 
set aside the proposed site for the college 
on its zoning plan and has said it wants 
to be kept informed about the college's 
progress in buying the land. 


In taking the action Friday, the ICCB 


upheld a recommendation from its staff 
that allowing Harper to buy the land 
would be "prudent" because enrollment 
projections indicate the college will out- 
grow its original site at Algonquin and 
Roselle roads in Palatine by I960. 


Harper officials have said that they 


want to buy the land now but would not 
build on it unless enrollments live up to 
projections. The college will have to re- 
turn to the ICCB for approval before it 
will be able to build on the land. 
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Dist. 54 wrapup 
Salary hike OKd 
for technicians 


Salaries were approved for hearing and vision technicians 


in Schaumburg Township Dlst. 54 last week despite the pro- 
tests of technicians who asked for a larger raise. 


The Dist. 54 Board of Education approved a beginning wage 


of S3 per hour for vision and hearing technicians. The wage 
goes up to $3.15 after one year and $3.30 for the second year. 
The top of the pay scale is $3.00 per hour in the sixth year. 


"We believe that virtually nothing was done to improve our 


status and that the board should postpone voting on this rec- 
ommendation until further discussion is held," said Judy Ron- 
ncman speaking for the technicians in thedlstrict. 


She said the beginning wage has not been raised In three 


years and technicians arc paid the same as lunchroom work- 
ers and supervisors "who put TV dinners in the ovens, see to 
it that trash Is placed In receptacles and that some amount of 
order Is maintained." The Job of the technician requires one 
week of training in anatomy and use of testing equipment. 


The board approved the wage scale by a 4-to-l vote. 


District boundary changed 


A change in school boundary lines, which will add between 


200 and 220 acres to Dlst. 54, was approved by the board of 
education. 


The change moves the boundary of the southeast portion of 


the district to Interstate 90. The boundary had followed town- 
ship lines, but school officials thought It would be difficult to 
bus children across the superhighway. 


The change removes a small portion of unoccupied farm- 


land from Elk Grove Township Dls. 59 and High School Dlst. 
214 to Dlst. 54 and High School Dlst. 211. The three other 
boards of education have approved the change and will now 
petition the county school superintendent to make the correc- 
tion. 


Most of theland is hi an unincorporated area, but a small 


portion is part of Elk Grove Village. It is now zoned for 
single-family housing. It will increase Dist. 54's assessed 
valuation by less than $500,000.

Sex-case doctor 
down, but not out

Dr. James G. MIddlolon, once a thriv- 


ing, $M,000-a-year general practitioner, 
Is living a life of relative destitution, 
picking tomatoes, sweet corn and cucum- 
bers from a backyard garden for food 
and working as a janitor in return for 
free uso of his former office as a home. 


The 47-yenr-oId doctor, convicted in 


early 1972 of deviate sexual assault and 
of federal explosives and firearms viola- 
tions, has been forced to move from his 
M50-a-month fourth-floor Lake Shore 
Drive high-rise apartment to the tiny 
quarters behind his old office at 969 S. 
Elmhurst M, DCS Pialncs. 


His savings depleted from $25,500 be- 


came of legal fees Mlddleton has become 
a handyman, fixing toilets, paving the 


driveway and throwing out trash in and 
around the building occupied by a print- 
Ing firm and his small quarters. 


MIDDLETON WAS THE central figure 


in one of the most sensational cases In 
Northwest suburban criminal annals. Be- 
ginning with his arrest Dec. 1, 1970, his 
name and picture regularly was flashed 
across television screens and on the front 
pages of newspapers. 


A raid on his DCS Plalnes office by 


Sheriff's Police investigators produced 
plpcbombs, detonators, three handguns, 
pornographic photographs, literature and 
movies and artificial devices for sexual 
stimulation. 


Mlddleton was projected as a Dr. Jek- 


yll-nnd-Mr. Hyde character, an image

Antifreeze slowly 
draining away?

This is not the year to drain your car's 


radiator and replace the antifreeze. 


Shortages of petroleum based chem- 


icals are making antifreeze expensive — 
as well as virtually impossible to get 


A survey of gasoline stations and 


stores in the Northwest suburbs has re- 
vealed that few have all the antifreeze 
they will need, and some outlets have 
virtually none. 


In addition, prices have tripled since 


last year, several service station man- 
agers said. 


THE BLAME for the shortage is attrib- 


uted to decreased supplies of ethylene 
glycol (the main ingredient of anti- 
freeze), use of ethylene glycol for mak- 
ing synthetic fabrics rather than anti- 


freeze, and a decline in the number of 
companies producing antifreeze. 


Two managers of local service stations 


said they thought the shortage may be a 
sham perpetrated by oil companies to 
force the price up. 


"I feel it's another phony deal like with 


the so-called energy crisis ... I think 
when the price is up high enough it will 
come through again just like the gasoline 
did," Joe Dunn, manager of the Mount 
Prospect Citgo station, 606 Northwest 
Hwy., said. 


Joe Till, manager of the Golf and 


Busse Shell station in Mount Prospect, 
said Shell Oil Co. told him Thursday 
there Is a shortage of antifreeze cans. 


"They have the antifreeze but they

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'Longest hearing in history' 
Certification board hears 
testimony against Whipple

SPRINGFIELD - The Illinois Certifi- 


cation Board, in "the longest hearing in 
history," heard charges from Barbara 
Hlckcy, a former teacher at Dwycr 
School, Arlington Heights, that former 
director John Whipple allowed child 
abuse to occur at the school. The school 
offers special classes for emotionally dis- 
turbed children from throughout the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Mrs. Hlckcy, who resigned from the 


school this fall after making charges 
against Whipple to County Schools Supt. 
Richard Martwlck's office, admitted un- 
der cross-examination that she docs not 
remember If she complained about child 
abuse at the school until after Whipple 
told her she would not receive a raise at 
the end of the 1973-74 school year. 


Whipple, seated at a small table with 


his attorney, Paul Rcttberg, listened In- 
tently to the testimony, frequently lean- 
Ing over to whisper advice to Rcttberg. 


IN FOUR HOURS of testimony at the 


hearing Friday, Mrs. Hickcy, who taught 
children with learning disabilities at the 
school from 1971 to 1974, also said she 
saw Whipple lead a boy through the halls 
of the school with a belt attached to the 
boy's belt loop as a leash.

She also said Whipple "threatened and 


harassed" her and that teachers in 
Dwycr smoked clgarets in classrooms 
and used vulgar language in front of chil- 
dren. 


In addition to Mrs. Hickey, the board 


heard two hours of testimony from Leo 
Hennessey, deputy superlntnedent to 
M a r t w i c k. Martwlck has suspended 
Whipple's certificate which allows him to 
work as a school psychologist in public 
schools and has recommended that the 
certification board revoke the certificate. 


Board members agreed to continue' the 


hearing on Oct. 7 in Chicago. Whipple 


State OKs Harper second campus 


Harper College In Palatine has re- 


ceived permission from the Illinois Com- 
munity College Board to buy land for a 
second campus in Arlington Heights. 


The ICCB, meeting in Macomb Friday, 


authorized Harper's board of trustees to 
buy the US-acre site at Palatine and 
Schoenbcck roads in Arlington Heights. 


The approval of the ICCB will probably 


mean a referendum In (he next few 
months in which the Harper board will 
ask voters to authorize funds for pur- 
chase of the land. 


College officials said Saturday that no 


timetable has yet been set up for a refer- 
endum, but that the college board will be 
discussing that in the next several 
weeks. 


IN ADDITION, college officials said 


William Kelly, president of the board, 


will attend the Arlington Heights Village 
Board meeting Oct. 7 to notify that board 
of the ICCB action. The village board has 
set aside the proposed site for the college 
on its zoning plan and has said it wants 
to be kept informed about the college's 
progress In buying the land. 


In taking the action Friday, the ICCB 


upheld a recommendation from its staff 
that allowing Harper to buy the land 
would be "prudent" because enrollment 
projections indicate the college will out- 
grow its original site at Algonquin and 
Rosclle roads in Palatine by 1980. 


Harper officials have said that they 


want to buy the land now but would not 
build on It unless enrollments live up to 
projections. The college will have to re- 
turn to the ICCB for approval before it 
will be able to build on the land. 


will be allowed to continue to work as a 
psychologist until the hearing is com- 
pleted. 


Whipple was clinical director of Dwyer 


until July, when he requested a transfer 
to the Center for Child and Family Stud- 
ies, an outpatient treatment center for 
children with learning and emotional 
problems. 


THE NORTHWEST EDUCATION Co- 


operative governing board, which runs 
Dwyer, has reaffirmed its faith in 
Whipple in a report following an in- 
vestigation into the charges against him 
and other members of the Dwyer staff. 
In his testimony, Hennessey referred to 
the NEC report as a "whitewash." 


Whipple also has been accused of vio- 


lating another state law by practicing as 
a private psychologist without a state li- 
cense. David Smith, hearing officer for 
the board, overruled at least temporarily 
an effort by officials from Martwick's of- 
fice to Introduce evidence that State's 
Atty. Bernard Carey Is investigating that 
charge against Whipple. Carey has taken 
no action to prosecute Whipple. 


Mrs. Hickey said that in February of 


this year, Whipple called her to his office 
at Dwyer and told her she should resign 
from the program because she couldn't 
get along with other staff members and 
that "I let my needs and values get in 
the way of running the program." 


Mrs. Hickey testified that she thought 


Whipple's evaluation was unfair because 
"the closest Mr. Whipple came to watch- 
ing me work in three years at Dwyer 
was when he stood outside my door for a 
few minutes. He never saw my plan 
book." 


MRS. HICKEY ALSO said children 


were paddled in the school "two or three 
times a week," and sometimes more of- 
ten when the weather was bad. She said, 
"I could hear the paddle being applied 
and I could hear the children crying af- 
ter paddling." 


She said that among the teachers she 


saw use the paddle were Leah Rawson 
and Keith Parent, both former teachers 
at the school who also have made 
charges against Whipple. 


She said that In January, 1971, Whipple 


held a staff- meeting on the subject of 
paddling after a boy had been seriously 
hurt in one incident. She said Whipple

Plan to expand Y delayed until spring 


The board of directors of the North- 


west Suburban YMCA has put off plans 
to start construction on a $1.6 million ad- 
dition until next spring and may have to 
modify plans because of soaring con- 
struction costs. 


Stephen Jurco, president of the 


YMCA's board of directors, said the 
board will meet late this week or the 
week after to review a financial report 
on the addition. 


The YMCA had hoped to start con- 


struction of the 26,000-square-foot addi- 
tion this fall, but rising construction 
costs have forced a setback in the ex- 
pansion program. 
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IN A PREPARED statement, the 


board indicated it "did not think it fair to 
request contributions from the commu- 
nity with the decline in the economic cli- 
mate." 


Jurco said the delay does not mean the 


YMCA has abandoned its plans for the 
addition. 


He said, however, the financial report 


on the feasibility of the addition may re- 
quire modification of the overall plan. 


"We may delay some phases of the ad- 


dition Initially if the cost of buying mon- 
ey is too high," he said. 


ESTIMATED cost of the addition has 


jumped more than 25 per cent in the five 
months since the plans for the addition 
were announced last April. 


"That's pretty scary," Jurco said. 


He also explained that YMCA officials 


were hesitant to try to start construction 
in the fall because that would require 
tying up the parking lot during the win- 
ter. 


Area residents have complained about 


traffic congestion in the neighborhoods. 
They believe the congestion is caused by 
a shortage of parking at the Y. 


YMCA officials recently asked the city 


council to modify the parking require- 
ments for the facility. However, they do 
not plan to lose any parking space be- 
cause of the addition. 


They said they will build the addition 


on stilts. They also have made arrange- 
ments with a nearby office complex to 
use their parking facilities in the eve- 
ning. 


THE Y PLANS to build a new gymna- 


sium with a running track, several bas- 
ketball courts and handball courts and 
meeting rooms. 


The organization plans to pay for the 


addition with a fund-raising drive in the 
community, contributions from groups 
within the Y and from regular member- 
ship fees. 


The proposed addition marks the sec- 


ond major expansion undertaken by the 
Y in recent years. The organization com- 
pleted its third swimming pool in early 
1971.

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First pf three major road programs 
$209,000 Lincoln Street 
repair job gets under way 


The first of three'major Mount Pros- 


pect road-repair programs Is under way, 
and Village Mgr. Robert J. Eppley said 
work will continue "until the snow starts 
to fly." 


Work on the road projects was delayed 


by the nine-week cement truck drivers' 
strike this summer. The strike set con- 
struction schedules back and contractors 
arc trying to finish their projects before 
cold weather stops their work. 


The largest village street project, the 


upgrading of Lincoln Street from Busse 
Road to Meier Road, began two weeks 
ago. Village engineering department offi- 
cials said the project is about 10 per cent 
completed. 


THE WORK includes repaying the 


street with widening, curbs and gutters 
and drainage. It is a continuation of ear- 
lier improvements on Lincoln Street east 
of Busse Road. 


Milburn Bros. Inc., Mount Prospect, 


anticipates the 'work will be completed 
this year unless weather problems cause 
further delays. The project, which is 
being financed with state motor fuel tax 
funds, will cost §209,738. 
. Two major repaying projects, also to 
be financed with motor- fuel tax funds, 
are scheduled to begin thq first week in 
October.

told teachers to limit paddling to "two 
swats on a clothed butt." she said that 
although " I, myself, never used the 
paddle" she would not have objected to 
the paddling if the rules had been follow- 
ed but "there were no two swats on the 
butt." 


She said Michael Blskupski, who. was 


first an aide in the program and later a 
teacher in the junior high school, "put 
the paddle over his head" and then 
brought it down to hit a child. She said, 
"There was a boy who was taller than 
Mr. Blskupski and it seems he was al- 
ways in the hall getting it." 


Mrs. Hickey said she did not think she 


had ever raised the issue of paddling in 
1971, 1972 or 1973 in staff meetings and 
replied, "No, I don't think so," when 
asked if she had told Whipple she 
thought children were being abused by 
the paddling. 


SHE SAID THAT after Whipple gave 


her the poor evaluation in February and 
suggested she resign, she called Gloria 
Kinney, executive director of NEC, to 
tell her about the evaluation and men- 
tioned that there were "other things" at 
the school that needed Mrs. Kinney's at- 
tention. 


She said she did not specify what "oth- 


er things" Mrs. Kinney should look into 
because "there wasn't time" during that 
phone call.

Dr. James G. Middlcton. once a thriv- 


ing, 160,000-a-ycar general practitioner, 
Is living a life of relative destitution, 
picking tomatoes, sweet corn and cucum- 
bers from o backyard garden for food 
and working as a Janitor In return for 
free use of his former office as a home. 


The 47-year-old doctor, convicted In 


early 1072 of deviate sexual assault and 
of federal explosives and firearms viola- 
tions, has been forced to move from his 
$330-a-month fourth-floor Lake Shore 
Drivo high-rise apartment to the tiny 
quarters behind his old office at 969 S. 
Elmhurst Rd., DCS Plalncs. 


Mis savings depleted from $25,500 be- 


cause of legal fees Middlcton has become 
a handyman, fixing toilets, paving the 


driveway and throwing out trash In and 
around the building occupied by a print- 
ing firm and his small quarters. 


MIDDLETON WAS THE central figure 


In one of the most sensational cases in 
Northwest suburban criminal annals. Be- 
ginning with his arrest Dec. 1, 1970, his 
name and picture regularly was flashed 
across television screens and on the front 
pages of newspapers. 


A raid on his Des Plaines office by 


Sheriff's Police investigators produced 
plpcbombs, detonators, three handguns, 
pornographic photographs, literature and 
movies and artificial devices for sexual 
stimulation. 


Middlcton was projected as a Dr. Jek- 


yll-and-Mr. Hyde character, an image

Antifreeze slowly 
draining away? 


A Heald staff report 


This is not the year to drain your car's 


radiator and replace the antifreeze. 


Shortages of petroleum based chem- 


icals are making antifreeze expensive — 
as well as virtually impossible to get. 


A survey of gasoline stations and 


stores in the Northwest suburbs has re- 
vealed that few have all the antifreeze 
they will need, and some outlets have 
virtually none. 


In addition, prices have tripled since 


last year, several service station man- 
agers said. 


THE BLAME for the shortage is attrib- 


uted to decreased supplies of ethylene 
glycol .(the main ingredient of anti- 
freeze), use of ethylene glycol for mak- 
ing synthetic fabrics rather than anti- 


freeze, and a decline in the number of 
companies producing antifreeze. 


Two managers of local service stations 


said they thought the shortage may be a 
sham perpetrated by oil companies to 
force the price up. 


"I feel it's another phony deal like with 


the so-called energy crisis ... I think 
when the price is up high enough it will 
come through again just like the gasoline 
did," Joe Dunn, manager of the Mount 
Prospect Citgo station, 606 Northwest 
Hwy., said. 


Joe Till, manager of the Golf "and 


Busse Shell station in Mount Prospect, 
said Shell Oil Co. told him Thursday 
there is a shortage of antifreeze cans. 


"They have the antifreeze but they

Certification board hears

SPRINGFIELD - The Illinois Certifi- 


cation Board, in "the longest hearing In 
history," heard charges from Barbara 
Hickoy, a former teacher at Dwyer 
School, Arlington Heights, that former 
director John Whlpplc allowed child 
abuse to occur at the school. The school 
offers special classes for emotionally dis- 
turbed children from throughout the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Mrs. Hlckcy, who resigned from the 


school this fall after making charges 
against Whipple to County Schools Supt. 
Richard Martwick's office, admitted un- 
der cross-examination that she docs not 
remember If she complained about child 
abuse at the school until after Whipple 
told her she would not receive a raise at 
the end of the 1973-74 school year. 


Whlpplc, seated at a small table with 


his attorney, Paul Rcttberg, listened in- 
tently to the testimony, frequently lean- 
ing over to whisper advice to Rcttberg. 


IN FOUR HOURS of testimony at the

hearing Friday, Mrs. Hlckey, who taught 
children with learning disabilities at the 
school from 1971 to 1974, also said she 
saw Whipple lead a boy through the halls 
of the school with a belt attached to the 
boy's belt loop as a leash.

harassed" her and that teachers in 
Dwycr smoked cigarets in classrooms

for race track housing

In his testimony, Hennessey referred to 
the NEC report as a "whitewash." 


Whipple also has been accused of vio- 


lating another state law by practicing as 
a private psychologist without a state li- 
cense. David Smith, hearing officer for 
the board, overruled at least temporarily 
an effort by officials from Martwick's of- 
fice to introduce evidence that State's 
Atty. Bernard Carey Is Investigating that 
charge against Whipple. Carey has taken 
no action to prosecute Whipple.

Mrs. Hlckey said that In February of 


this year, Whipple called her to his office 
at Dwyer and told her she should resign 
from the program because she couldn't 
get along with other staff members and 
that "I let my needs and values get in 
the way of running the program." 


Mrs. Hlckey testified that she thought 


Whipple's evaluation was unfair because 
"the closest Mr. Whipple came to watch- 
Ing me work in three years at Dwyer 
was when he stood outside my door for a 
few minutes. He never saw my plan 
book." 


MRS. HICKEY ALSO said children 


were paddled in the school "two or three 
times a week," and sometimes more of- 
ten when the weather was bad. She said,

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State OKs Harper second campus 


Harper College in Palatine has re- 


ceived permission from the Illinois Com- 
munity College Board to buy land for a 
second campus in Arlington Heights. 


The ICCB, meeting in Macomb Friday, 


authorized Harper's board of trustees to 
buy the 146-acre site at Palatine and 
Schoenbeck roads in Arlington Heights. 


The approval of the ICCB will probably 


mean a referendum in the next few 
months in which the Harper board will 
ask voters to authorize funds for pur- 
chase of the land. 


College officials said Saturday that no

Needs treatment for hepatitis 
Ailing Palatine boy remains 
in jail despite court order

A Palatine youth with a medical 


record of hepatitis is locked in County 
Jail, despite a court order for his hospi- 
talization. 


Jail officials insist the youth — Phillip 


Johnson, 17 — is "recovering" from the 
disease and cannot infect the jail's 1,300- 
prisoner population. 


But, a medical statement included in 


the youth's court file recommends hospi- 
talization and treatment for hepatitis, a 
contagious liver disease. Treatment at 
Cermak Hospital, which serves county 
jail, reportedly was ordered by a Circuit 
Court judge when Johnson was arrested 
on vandalism charges Aug. 28 by Pala- 
tine police. 


CIRCUIT COURT JUDGE Arthur Sulli- 


van last week ordered a ''full report" on 
Johnson's health and delayed a prelimi- 
nary hearing until Thursday on charges 
of burglary and vandalism. Sullivan's or- 
der came after the judge refused Thurs- 
day to allow the youth inside his Skokie 
courtroom for fear of Infecting persons 
present. 


Johnson's three-week jailing without 


hospitallzation was disclosed Friday dur- 
ing a speech before Wheeling Township 
Republicans by Peter Bensinger, GOP 
candidate for sheriff. 


During his appearance in Arlington 


Heights, Bensinger referred to a "prison- 
er who should have gone to Cermak 
Hospital for diabetes and went instead to 
County Jail". 


Johnson, 449 E. Baldwin Rd., Palatine, 


"is sick and I want treatment for him," 
his mother, Billie Johnson, said Satur- 
day. "They figure he was in trouble be- 
fore and just threw him in jail." 


"I'm not satisfied he has hepatitis," 


Sullivan said. "He may have. I want to 
sec what is being done and whether it's 
dangerous." 


AFTER JOHNSOtf WAS arrested by 


Palatine police, a fire department ambu- 
lance driver, two policemen and another 
arrested youth were Inoculated against 
possible hepatitis and the Palatine jail 
was sanitized. 


Johnson was .arrested after he left 


"against medical advice" Alexian Broth- 
ers Medical Center Aug. 25. The youth 
entered the hospital Aug. 5 for treatment 
of hepatitis and a liver ailment after the 
Cook County State's Attorney's office 
agreed to delay his arrest. 


"We put him in the hospital because 


we knew he was sick," his mother said. 
"When he was picked up, It was in- 
fectious, but It's not now." 


Johnson was taken to county jail on the 


day of his arcst, his mother said. 


Palatine police said the youth was 


transported In an ambulance to Alexian 
Brothers in Elk Grove Village. But, hos- 
pital officials told The Herald that John- 
son was not admitted or treated on Aug. 
28 or 29. 


FIFTEEN DAYS AFTER his arrest, 


on Sept. 12, Johnson received a physical 
examination at Cermak Hospital. Lad 
Alfaro, jail paramedics supervisor, said 
Johnson's medical record, with a first 
entry of Sept. 12, indicates that he en- 
tered the jail "at the earliest" Sept. 11. 


Another spokesman at the jail told the 


Herald on Friday that Johnson was not a 
jail prisoner. 


Tests at Cermak on ept. 12 and Sept. 
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18 showed a "liver problem" but not 
hepatitis, Alfaro said. 


A separate test that is dated Sept. 12 


'called for hospitalization and hepatitis 
treatment. The test result, reported by 
Dr. E. J. Kelleher, director of psy- 
chiatric services for the county, is in- 
cluded as a signed statement in John- 
son's court file. Kelleher also recom- 
mended out-patient psychiatric treat- 
ment. 


Sheriff Richard Elrod, the official re- 


sponsible for county jail operations, said 
Saturday he has no authority to place the 
youth In Cermak Hospital, which is con- 
trolled by the Hospital Governing Com- 
mission. 


ALFARO SAID Johnson's case is not 


"unusual." "We get 300 prisoners a day. 
About 100 come with orders from judges 
ror hospitalization. We'd have to have 
Prcsbyterian-St. Luke's (Hospital) for 
them all." 


Cermak Hospital has 70 beds and on 


Friday only one was vacant, Alfaro said. 


Prisoners with court orders for hospi- 


talization arc sent to Cermak for "rccval- 
uation," Alfaro said. "The judges play 
doctor. We don't know what they tell the 
j u d g e . We completely check their 
record." 


Johnson "doesn't have anything you'd 


call infectious. He's on the road to recov- 
ery. All you can do is rest and take vita- 
mins," Alfaro said. 


The youth is in a single cell in a "hold- 


ing area," for prisoners who cannot per- 
form jail work, Alfaro said. Cermak phy- 
sicians are "twice as alert" for possible 
infectious diseases like hepatitis because 
"we have 1,300 people here." 


ACCORDING TO ALFARO. Johnson 


was reexamined Friday and "there's still 
nothing. The lab reports came back 
okay." 


Johnson was arrested in June after a 


break-in at Busch's Parts and Services, 
137 S. Northwest Hwy., Palatine. Police 
answered a burglar alarm that was trig- 
gered when a building window was bro- 
ken. Police found no identification or sto- 
len goods with Johnson when he was ar- 
rested. 


Johnson also is charged with a June 21 


vandalism incident at Howard Johnson's 
Motor Lodge and Restaurant, 920 E. 
Northwest Hwy. An estimated $500 in 
damage to a ceiling, cash register, safe 
and desk was reported after a burglary 
attempt. 


Youth arresled 
for crash scuffle 


An Arlington Heights youth was ar- 


rested Saturday night after he allegedly 
tried to remove evidence from the scene 
of an auto accident and struck a police 
officer. 


Arrested was Paul J. Spolowicz, 18, of
